I. No person shall, within the limits of 
thn municipality of Darjeeling except in a 
jiublic place of business such as markets, 
fairs and melas, erect a building for the 
jiurpose of using it as a pan shop without 
first obtaining the permission of the Ooininis- 
sioners at a meeting.

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Bogra. —^No. 3923P.H.—26th. October 1938.—^Whereas the Governor 
of Bengal is satisfied that the munieijjiality of Bogra in the district 
ofi. Bugra is threatened with an outbreak of cholera; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by section 2A, 
read with sub-section (1) of section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
cholera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and sur¬ 
veillance of persons suffering from, or suspected of being infected with, 
cholera in the said municipality for a period of three months: — 


Temporary regulations for the prevention and control of cholera. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: — 

(a) “Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the muni¬ 
cipality ; 

(h) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed 
by the municipality; 

(o) “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhoea; 

(d) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to be 

suffering from cholera; 

(e) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the 

medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
whether as owners or occupiers of that land, such persons shall be held 
jointly and severally liable, for carrying out any measure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or more of 
such joint-holders may be entered upon such notice at the discretion 
of the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector and the Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector shall not be bound to enter the names of all 
the joint-holders in the notice. 


Notioes. 

3. If in any case the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the issue of a notice under these regulations is likely to lead 
to such an amount of delay as might facilitate the spread of cholera he 
may forthwith take such steps as he may think fit for carrying out the 
work, and shall thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the 
person concerned stating the reason why such work has been carried 
out. 

4. If any measure which the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
has, by a notice issued under these regulations, required to be carried 
out, be not carried out to his satisfaction within the time stated in the 
notice the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector shall be entitled to 

carry out the meaeure. 
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Costs and eompsnsation. 

5. (1) All expenses incurred in carding out any work in pursuance 
of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the muni¬ 
cipality except in any case where the order directs a person to carry 
out any work in relation to property in his possession, in which case 
tjje expenses shall be paid by that person: 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the Health Officer 
or a Sanitary InsMctor to pass such an order, are not attributable to 
any act or default of the persons in possession of the property, the 
municipality may pay to such person the whole or a part of the expenses 
incurred by him in carrying out the order. 

(2) The municipality may recover all expenses incurred by the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector in carrying out the measure 
under regulation 4 from the person or persons to whom the notice was 
originally issued. 

6. The municipality shall pay adequate compensation to any 
person who has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of any¬ 
thing done under these regulations: 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for anything 
done or suffered under these regulations, if he has failed to carry out 
an order issued under these regulations within the time specified in the 
order and to the satisfaction of the Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector. 


Location of disoosA 

7. When a case of cholera or suspected cholera occurs in a house, 
the nearest mole relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the 
absence of any such relative the occupier of the house, or if the occu¬ 
pier be the patient, some male inmate of the house shall, within 
twenty-four hours of the onset of the disease, give information regard¬ 
ing the occurrence of such case either personally or in writing to the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

8. (7) If information has not already been given under regulation 
7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case of cholera 
shall forthwith give notice of the case by special messenger to the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector and the cost of such messenger 
in each case shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

(2) The doctnr-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
municipality shall forthwith give notice of any case of cholera brought 
to such hospital or dispensary for treatment to the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector by a special me.ssenger and the cost of such 
messenger in each case shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

9. Registrars of births and deaths shall supply to the Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector suclf periodical returns of cases of 
cholera as he may from time to time call upon them to furnish. 

10. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine any 
person who is, or suspected to be, suffering from cholera or who, ^iii 
his opinion, may be infected with or likely to spread cholera. 
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Isolation of patients and evaouation of houses, etc. 


11. "When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector considers that 
the isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for the protec¬ 
tion ^f tlie neig'hhouring population, he shall order the patient to 
observe isolation and may order the nearest relative in attendance on 
the patient, or the occupier of the house in_ which the patient is stay¬ 
ing, to arrange for the isolation of the patient in sucli a manner and 
for such a time as may he approved by the Uealtli Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to he removed from the house unless 
it is in his opinion impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. v 

12. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that 
any person, who has in his opinion been exposed to infection from 
cholera, shall take such drugs in such quantities as may be B]>ecified 
by the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector or shall submit himself 
to anti-cholera inoculation within a time to be specified in the order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 11 without the permission of the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector. 

14. The municipality shall provide free of charge suitable places, 
with necessary attendants, medicine, diet and other necessaries for 
persons isolated under regulation 11: Provided that a private indivi¬ 
dual may provide places certified by the Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector as being fit for the purpose of such isolation. 

If). No person, who is or has been suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission to do so. 

If). The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector ma.y require any 
person to allow to be carried out b.y such agency and wdthin such time 
as may be specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection or 
evacuation of any premises in the occupation of such person or for 
the disinfection or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the 
said officer or inspector may consider necessary. 

17. The Health Officer or a Sanitary - Inspector may direct the 
owner or occupier of any premises to cause to be inoculated with anti¬ 
cholera vaccine within a time to be specified in the order any person 
residing on such jft-emises and under the control of such owner or 
occupier if the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of opinion 
that such person has been exposed to infection from cholera. 

18. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may forbid any 
person who has been a patient or who has, to his knowledge, been in 
contact with a patient, to act as vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 
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18A. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in' a public 
conveyance a patient except in the case where a patient is carried 
with proper precautions to a hospital. 


19. No person shall sell any article which has been in contact with 
a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 


19A. No person shall expose in any street, shop, bazar or any 
public place any clothinp', beddinj? or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall (!auBe or suffer siich articles to he carried 
in *ny public conveyance, but nothing in this regulation shall apply 
to a person who transmits with proper precautions against spreading 
the disease any such article for the purpose of having the same disin¬ 
fected. 

19B. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance the dead body of any person who has died of cholera 
without the previous written permission of the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector, and without taking proper precautions against 
s])reading the said disease. 


Water-supply, 

_ 20. (7) When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of 

opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible source 
of water-supply is contaminated or is likely to he contaminated, he 
may at once take such steps as he deems ne<*essary to close sucdi well, 
tank, pool or other source of water-supply, or may require the owner 
or occupier of land upon which such well, tank, pool or source of 
water-supply is siluated, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector, as the case may 
he, within such time as may he specified in the order. 


(2) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require such 
owner or occupier to keep closed during such a period as shall be 
specified in the order any well, tank, pool or other sources of water- 
supply closed under paragraph (/) of this regulation. 


Explaruition .—In this regulation, “to close” includes the placing 
of watchman to prevent access to the well, tank, po6l or other source 
of water-supply, 

21. When the Health Offi cer or a Sanitary Inspector is of opinion 
lhat the water in any well, tank, pool or source of - water-supply is 
contaminated _he may disinfect it or order its owner or occupier to 
disinfect it with such disinfectants as he may specify in such quanti¬ 
ties and at such times as he may think fit. 
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22. The Health OfiScer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from entering into or using for drinking, bathing, or any 
other purpose, during such period as may be specified in the order, 
the water in any well, tank,_ pool or other possible source of water- 
supply, which, in his opinion, is contaminated or likely to be 
contaminated. 

23. The Health OflBcer or a Sanitary Inspector may, by an order 

published at such places as he may think fit, set apart any well, tank, 

part of a river, stream or channel not being private property, or being 
private property with the consent of the owner, for the sujijdy of 
water for drinliing or culinary purposes and may prohibit therein or 
within a distance therefrom to be stated in the order all bathing, 
washing of clothes or animals, or other acta calculated to pollute the 
water; and may similarly set apart any well, tank, part of a river, 

stream or channel for the purpose of bathing or for the purpose of 

washing animals or clothes or for any other purpose connected with 
the he^th and cleanliness of the people using such water-supply. 

24. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
|)ersons from easing themselves, or throwing, depositing or discharg¬ 
ing any rubbish, sewage or offensive matter, into any well, tank, pool 
or other source of water-supply, which is used by the public, or within 
such a distance from such well, tank, pool or source of watcr-supidy 
as he may fix. 


Conservancy and sewage disposal. 

25. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may (1) prohibit 
the committal or continuance of any nuisance, or (2) require the person 
causing any nuisance or the person occupying the premises on which 
any nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 

Explanation .—In this regulation, “nuisance” means anything 
which in the opinion of the Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is 
likely to spread or to cause the outbreak of cholera. 

26. Whenever the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is satis¬ 
fied that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool 
is such as to cause risk of spreading cholera to the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood he may order the occupier of the land in which such 
privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool is .situated to disinfect, or l.o 
allow an officer of the municipality to disinfect, the same with such 
disinfectants in such quantities and at such time as the said officer or 
inspector shall think fit. 

27. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may for the pre¬ 
vention of the outbreak or spread of cholera order the owner or occu¬ 
pier of any land to repair or make efficient to the satisfaction of that 
officer or inspector any drain, sewer, privy, urinal or cesspool which 
is situated upon such land or to remove any such drain, sewer, privy, 
or urinal or close any such cesspool within such time as may be fixed 
by the said officer or inspector. 
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28. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may during the 
prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any market, shop 
or other public place shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
to hill) to bo iicccssai'y and may forbid the holding of any fair, mela 
or other gathering to which people from surrounding places commonly 
or periodically resort. 

29. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require the 
A owner or occuiiicr of any land to clear and remove, within the period 

specified in the order, any vegetation upon such land the existence of 
which in the opinion of the said officer qr inspector conduces to the 
committing of nuisances upon such land. 

•10. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may issue general 
orders that by a, specified date certain sanitary precautions of a simple 
nature, such as linic-wasliing of houses, clearing of latrines or the 
removal of filth or rubbish shall be carried out to his satisfaction. 

01. The Jleall.h Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons t'i’om retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of 
jicrsons who have died of cholera and may cause any such clothes to 
be destroyed. 

32. No person shall, without the written permission of the Health 
Officer or a Sunitary Inspector, dispose of any corpse except by burning 
or burial. 

33. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may approve 
burning or Imrial grounds and may by order direct either generally 
or specially in respect to any specified aj-ea, that corpses shall not be 
burned or buried at places other than those so approved by him. 

34. Any yierson burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cau.se the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to be 
reduced to ashes. 

ilf). The Health Officer or a Sunitary Inspector may direct that no 
person sliall bury or cause to be buried any corpse which, in the opinion 
of the llciilth (ifficer, is likely to spread cholera, in a grave, not con¬ 
structed of masonry and less than six feet deep. 

3(1. 3'hc Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that no 
(Ionic or other servant of the, municipality employed for the disposal 
of corpses shall withdraw from his duties without Ibe permission of 
the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector unless such dotne or other 
servant of the municipality has given notice in writing not less than 
one month jirevioiislj' of his intention so to withdraw. 

37. 'riie Health Ofliccr or a Sanitary Inspector may through any 
jierson authorised by such officer or inspecdor in that behalf seize and 
disymse of any coi-jise, which in the opinion of the said officer or 
inspector, is infected with or is likely to spread cholera, unless the 
relatives or friends of the deceased person satisfy him that they are 
prepared and able to disyiose of the coryise in a manner which will 
prevent the syiread of cholera.

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38^ (2) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
any person who appears to be acquainted with facta in connection with 
any case of cholera or suspected cholera to attend before him at a 
time to be stated in the order and at any place not more than one mile 
from the place where such person resides or is staying when the order 
is issued, and such person shall appear as so required. 


(8) When the person summoned to appear under paragraph (1) is 
a female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public 
suitable precaution shall be taken to respect the said custom. 


39. (1) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine 
orally any person who appears to be acquainted with the facts and 
circumstances of a case of cholera or suspected cholera. 

(2) When the person to be examined under paragraph (1) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, 
the officer shall take her statement under such conditions as shall 
admit of due respect to the said custom. 

(3) Such person shall he bound to answer all questions relating to 
such case put to him or her by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 

40. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, with such 
assistants (if any) us he thinks fit, enter upon any lancl, or after two 
hours’ notice in writing, into any premises or buildings used for 
human habitation at any time between sunrise and sunset for the pur¬ 
pose of carrying out any measure or making any enquiries authorised 
by these regulations.

(it) The officer issuing such orders shall cause copies of them to he 
served upon any persons named in them. 

(m) The nearest relative of a patient or the occupier of tin; house 
in which the patient is staying shall, if a copy of the order under 
regulation 11 has been served upon him, give to the nearest Sanitary’ 
Inspector or to his office, immediate notice of any disobedience of the 
order by the patient. 
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Pabna. —No. 3928P.H.—26tli October 1938.—Whereas the Governor 
of Bengal is sutished thot the municipality of Pabxui in the district 
of Palma is threiitened with an outbreak of cholera; 

Now, therefore, in exertdse of the power conferred by section 2A, 
A,read with sub-section (!) of section 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 
1897 (Act III of 1897), the Governor of Bengal is pleased to prescribe 
the following temporary regulations for the prevention and control of 
cholera, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation and sur¬ 
veillance of persons suffering from, or suspected of being infected with 
cholera, in the said municipality for a period of three montha. 

Temporary regulations for the prevention and control of oholerai 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context:— 

(tf) “Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the Muni¬ 
cipality ; 

(h) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed 
by the Municipality; 

(c) “suspected cholera’’ means any disease accompanied by vomit- 

• ing and diarrhiea; 

(d) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to be 

suffering from cholera; 

(e) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the 

medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
whether ns owners or occupiers of that land, such persons shall be held 
jointly and severally liable for carrying out any measure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or more of 
such joint-holders may be entered upon sucli notice at the discretion 
of the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector and the Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector shall not be bound to enter the names of all 
the joint-holders in the notice. 


Noticas. 

3. If in any case the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector consi- 
iers that the issue of a notice under these regulations is likely to lend 
to such an amount of delay ns might facilitate the spread of cholera 
he may forthwith take such steps ns he may think fit for carrying out 
the work, and shall thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the 
person concerned stating the reason why such work has been carried 
out. 

4. If any measure which the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
has, by a notice issued under these regulations, required to be carried 
out, be not carried out to bis satisfaction within the time stated in the 
notice the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector shall be entitled to 
carry out the mtAsure.

5. (i) AH expenses incurred in carrying out any work in pursu¬ 
ance of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the 
municipality except in any case where the order directs a person to carry 
out any work in relation to property in his possession, in which case 
the expenses shall be paid by that person:

Location of disease. 

7. When a case of cholera or suspected cholera occurs in a house, 
the nearest male relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the 
absence of any such relative the occupier of the house, or if the 
occupier be the patient, some male inmate of the house shall, within 
twenty-four hours of the onset of the disease, give information regard- 
ing the occurrence of such case either personally or in writing to the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

8. (1) If information has not already been given under regulation 
7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case of cholera 
shall forthw’ith give notice of the case by special messenger to the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector and the cost of such messenger 
in each case shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

{2) The doctor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the

15. No iwrson, who is or bus been suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the Health Officer or a .Sanitary Inspector written permission to do so. 

16. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require any 
person to allow to be carried out by such agency and within such time 
as may be specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection or 
evacuation of any premises in the occupation of such person or for 
the disinfection or destruction of any of hi.s peJ'sonal effects, as the said 
officer or inspector may consider nec<'ssary.

«^22. ^ The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from entering into or using for drinking, bathing, or an,y 
other purpose, during such period as may bo specified in the order, 
the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible source of water- 
supply, which, in his opinion is contaminated or likely to be conta¬ 
minated. 


23. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, b.y an order 
published at such places as he may think fit, set apart any well, tank, 
part of a river, stream or channel not being private property, or being 
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private property with the consent of the owner, for the supply of 
water for drinking or culinary purposes and may prohibit therein or 
within a distance therefrom to be stated in the order all bathing, 
washing of cjothes or animals, or other acts calculated to pollute the 
water; and may similarly set apart any well, tank, part of a river, 
stream or channel for the purpose of bathing or for the purpose of 
washing animals or clothes or for any other purpose connected with the 
•^health and cleanliness of the people using such water-supply. 

24. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from casing themselves, or throwing, depositing or discharg¬ 
ing any rubbish, sewage or offensive matter, into any well, tank, pool 
or other source of water-supply, which is used by the public, or within 
such a distance from such well, tank, pool or source of water-supply 
as ho may fix. 


Consarvaniqr and sewage disposal. 

25. 'I'he Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may ^1) prohibit 
the committal or continuance of any nuisance, or (2) require the per¬ 
son causing any nuisance or the person occupying the premises on 
which any nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 

Hasplanation.—-In this regulation, “nuisance” means anything 
which in the opinion of the Health Offirjer or Sanitary Inspector is 
likely to spread or to cause the outbreak of cholera. 

2G. Whenever the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is satis¬ 
fied that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool 
is such us to cause risk of spreading cholera to the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood he may order the occupier of the land in which such 
(irivy, urinal, drain, sewer or c.e.sflpool is situated to disinfect, or to 
allow an officer of the municipality to disinfect, the same with such 
(lisinfcctants in such quantities and at such lime as the said officer or 
insiwetor shall think fit.

Miscellaneous. 

28. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may during the 
prevalence of anv outbreak of cholera order that any market, shop 
or other public place shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
to him to be necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, mela 
or other gathering to which people from surrounding places oomiponly 
or periodically resort. 

The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require the 
owner or occupier of any land to clear and remove, within the period 
speciii«d in the order, any vegetation upon such land the existence of 
which in the opinion of the said officer or inspector conduces to the 
committing of nuisances upon such land. 

30. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may issue general 
orders that by a specified date certain sanitary precautions of a simple 
nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines or the 
removal of filth or rubbish shall be carried out to his satisfaction. 

31. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit per¬ 
sons frona retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of iiersons 
who have died of cholera and may cause any such clothes to be des¬ 
troyed. 

32. No person shall, without the written permission of the Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector dispose of any corpse except by burning 
or burial.

34. Any person burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cause the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to be 
reduced to ashes. 

35. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct that no 
person shall bury or cause to be buried any corjise which, in the opi¬ 
nion of the Health Officer, is likely to spread cholera, in a grave, not 
constructed of masonry and less than six feet deep.

The Bengal Wakf Fund Account Rules. 

CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

1. Those rules may be called the Bengal Wakf Fund Account 
Rules. 

2. Betiuitioiis.—In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 

(/) “the Act” means the Bengal Wakf Act, 1934; 

(2) “tile. Bank’’ means the Bank with which the banking account 

of the Wakf Fund is opened with the sanction of Govern¬ 
ment; 

(3) “Form’’ means P’onn annexed to these rules; 

(4) “Government’’ means the Provincial Government of Be,ngal; 
(-5) “Year’’ means the financial year beginning from April. 


General principles. 

3. Delegation. —The powers conferred by these rules on the Com¬ 
missioner may be delegated by him to any officer of the Board excojii 
with regard to the following: — 

(i) signing of cheques, 

{ii) countersigning travelling allowance bills, 

(m) duties ipaposed under sub-rule (I) of rule 87 of these rules. 
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4. Whenever under these rules a duty is imposed but the designa¬ 
tion of the officer or servant who is to perform that duty is not specified 
ill the rule, the duty shall be performed by that officer or servant who 
is ill charffe, under the orders of the Commissioner or the Board, of the 
work to which such duty relates. ■ 

ri. In all matters not expressly provided for by these rules, the 
rules, ^forins, registers and returns which are prescribed in the Civil 
Account Code or in Financial Rules issued by the (Government and are 
in force for the time beinff under the orders of the (Government or other 
competent authority, shall, so far as they are consistent with these 
rules and with the Act, apply to the accounts of the Wakf Fund and 
shall be observed, used, and kept and submitted by the Coinmisisoner. 

Receipt and crediting cf mcney. 

6. All money transactions to which the Commissioner or any other 
officer or servant of the Board is in his official capacity a party, shall 
without any reservation be immediately brought to account and all the 
money received shall be lodged in full in the Bank to be credited to the 
appropriate account. 

7. Moneys pertaining to the Wakf Fund with the exception of 
authorised advances, shall not be kept apart from the general b^ance at 
credit of the Board, but shall at once be credited to the appropriate 
head of account. 


Payment of money. 

8. Claims against the Wakf Fund shall ordinarily be dischai’ged 
by cheques drawn upon the Bank but amounts not exceeding Rs. 20 
may be paid in cash from the permanent advance {nee rule 57). 

9. No expenditure shall be incurred unless such expenditure lias 
been sanctioned by the competent authoritj and unless provision has 
been made for the same in tne original estimate of the year or, if the 
expenditure is proposed to be incurred after the revised estimates have 
been framed, in such revised estimate or by the variation or alteration 
of the budget as provided in these rules. 


Appropriation of loans. 

10. Funds raised by loans shall on no account be use^ in any 
rnanner or for any purpose except as provided in the terms and condi¬ 
tions under which the raising of such loans is sanctioned by the 
(Government. 


Oaah and Aooount Branohaa. 

11. The Cashier and the Accountant of the Wakf Fund shall not 
be the same person and in no case shall the Cashier compile or help in 
the compilation of the accounts of the Wakf Fund. 

12. The cash book and all other accounts and registers shall always 
as far as possible be kept in English. 
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13. All books of account and registers shall be substantially bound 
and paged before being brought into use, and no account shall be 
prepajed on loose sheets or in loosely bound volumes. 

14. All corrections and alterations in accounts shall be made by 
neatly scoring through in red ink and writing the correct figures or 
words above and shall be attested by the_ initials of the Commissioner 
or any officer of the Board to whom this power is delegated by the 
Commissioner in writing. All corrections and alterations in a voucher 
shall be duly authenticated by the payee. Erasures shall on no account 
be permitted in registers, statements, vouchers or accounts of any 
description.

Classification of transactions. 

16. No change shall be made in the prescribed list of nia.ior and 
minor account headings without the consent of the Government and the 
same heading shall, except as provided in these rules, be used in all 
accounts prepared and issued by the Commissioner. 


Common seal, 

17. The common seal of the Board shall be in the personal custody 
of the Commissioner aud shall be used only in his presence. 


Audit. 

18. (1) The annual accounts of the Wakf Fund shall be submitted 
for audit by the Commissioner by the 30th June following the year of 
accorrnts. 

(2) The accounts of the Board will be examined and audited b.y the 
Examiner of Local Accounts, Bengal. 

19. In addition to the duties imposed by sub-section (4) of section 
(54 of the Act, the Examiner of Local Accounts shall see, while auditing 
the accounts of the Wakf Fund— 

(t) that they have been kept and presented in proper form, 

(ii) that the particular items of receipts and expenditure are staled 
in sumcient detail, and 

(»?V) that the payments are supported by adequate vouchers and 
authority. 

He shall also ascertain the total unpaid liabilities of the Board and 
whether these can be met out of the Wakf Fund when falling due. 

20. Irregularities of a minor nature shall be excluded froiri the 
report on the results of audit submitted by the Examiner of Local 
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Accounts to the Goveriinient. He shall, however, include such items 
in a statement of minor irregularities and forward it to the Commis* 
sinner who shall, on receipt thereof, take immediate step^s for remedying 
the defects noticed therein and return the same to the Examiner within 
two months from the date of receipt with notes of action taken by him. 

21. The Examiner of Local Accounts shall submit his report to 
the Government and shall send a copy thereof to the Commissioner. 
TUie Commissioner shall take steps to remedy the defects pointed out 
and shall put np the report with his explanation for ai^ irregularities 
noted therein, to the Board, who shall submit it to the Government for 
orders with such comments as they think necessary. 

A copy of the orders passed by the Government shall be sent to the 
Examiner of Local Accounts, who shall see during the next audit 
whether the orders of the Government, have been given effect to and 
bring to the notice of the Government items, if any, on which the orders 
of the Government have not been carried out.

25. A budget Bho>^’ing the probable income and expenditure of the 
Board during the ensuing year, together with a revised budget for the 
current year, shall be prepared by the Board in Form 1 and submitted 
on or before the 15th day of November to the Government for their 
approval. 

Note.— If tho huilget bo returned to the Boarrl for such modifteation as the Govem- 
mont may think imooHsary, it shall be regubmitted with tho nerossary modificationg by 
the Board within one month from tho date of ita rooeipt to Government for final 
approval. 

20. The budget shall set forth estimated receipts and expenditure 
under major, minor and detailed heads of account and the opening and 
closing balances. 
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2T. The budget shall be accompanied by— 

(a) a schedule in Fonn l^n) showing full details^ of the estimated 
receipts and expenditure upder each major, minor and 
* detailed head; and 

(h) explanatory notes showing, wherever necessary, how tlie figures 
have been arrived at and specially explaining any new and 
important item of receipt and expenditure. 

28. In preparing the budget estimate what is expected to he paid 
(under proper sanction) during the year shall be provided for, and not 
the liability likely to be incurred or falling due within the year. 

29. The Board may at any time transfer grants from one minor 
head to another minor head subordinate to the same major head. 

30. Transfers from one major head to another shall not be made 
without the previous sanction of the Government. 


CHAPTER III. 

Receipts. 

Collection of contributions and other dues. 

31. All applications received from the mutwallis or other persons 
for enrolment shall be entered in the Register of Enrolment Applications 
(Form 2). As soon as necessary enquiries in respect of the application 
have been completed and final orders passed by the Commissioner or 
the Board, such orilers shall he entei'ed in the. register. The Register 
of Wakfs shall also he filled in at the same time. 

•32. The Register of Wakfs showing tlie demand due from each 
mutwulli and other particula?-s in respect of the wakf property shall he 
in Form 3. Tlie demand noted in column 14 of the Register shall ho 
attested by the Commissioner. 

Notb. —A separate Register of Wakfs for W'akf-al-al-aulad should be kojit. 


Mutations. 

33. Any change of demand notified under section 47 (2) of the Act 
shall he noted in the Mutation Register (Form 4) and also in column 
16 of the Register of Wakfs noting the date from which the change will 
have effect and the change shall h(i attested by the Commissioner. 

Notf;. —Mutations aSoRting Wakf-al-al-aulod should be entered in a separate port 
of the register. 


Demand and Collaotion Ragistara. 

XoTE.—Two different demand and oolleotion registers one for the ordinary Wakfs 
and the other for Wakf-al-al-aulad should be opened. 

34. (i) The amount of contributions assessed by the Boiird to be 

payable under section 59 of the Act by each mutwalli as noted in column 
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14 of the Register of Wakfs shall be entered in the Demand and Col¬ 
lection Register (Form 6) and attested by the Commissioner. The 
oufslauding dues of the previous year shall also be entered in the demand 
and Collection Register. The columns showing the arrear and current 
demand in the register shall be totalled to arrive at the annual demand. 

(ii) The collection and the remission of the dues shall ho noted in 
the Dem.and and Collection Register daily from the Cashier’s cash book 
a^id the Remission Register, respectively, by the A(;countant or his 
assistant. 

(*•«) The balance outstanding against each mutwalli at the end of 
the year shall he made out and the verticjil columns showing such 
balances shall he totalled and agreed with the figures obtained from 
the accounts as follows; —

(iv) Notices in Form 7 shall be served i>n the mutwallis in respect 
of the contributions claimed as noted in the Demand and Coilection 
Register in the month of April of each year for whicih the claim is 
made or within one month from the date first assessment. A revised 
notice shall be issued where jiecessary within a fortnight from the date 
oil which any mutathm is ordered. 

(v) Notices inviting objections may also be issued in Form 7A. 


Remissions. 

•'15. J'lvery case of remission of contribution shall be entered in the 
Objection Register (Form 5). In case the remission granted rovers 
more than one year, the order with the details shall he quoted in the 
Remission Register in each year for which the remission has been 
granted; but the demand shown in the Register of Wakfs shall not he 
permanently reduced in suidi cases. 

Note.—R emiBsions of contributions duo from wskf-al-al-aulad should separately 

shown in the Remission Register. 


Recoveries under certain sections of the Act. 

86. (i) All sums recoverable under seotions 39, 66 and 75 of the 

Act shall be entered in the Register of Recoveries (Form 8) as soon 
as the order for recovery is made. A personal ledger shall be opened 
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for each wakf as soon as any recoverable expenditure on account of it 
is incurred. Notices of demand shall be served on the person by whom 
the dues are to be paid within a fortnight of ilieir becoming due. 
Entries regarding payments shall be made in the appropriate column 
of the Register. 

(n) All recoveries of expenditure made under sections .i!) and Ifi of 
the Act shall be credited in the Cashier's cash hook under the corrcsi)oiid- 
ing heads of receipts, viz., “Recoveries of expenditure uiidei seclioTi 
39,” “Recoveries of expenditure under section 75.” 

(Hi) All sums recovered under section GO of the Act shall be credited 
under head “Ill—Miscellaneous—Other items. 

(iv) All petitions received for institution of inquiries or audit under 
section 32, and for copies of records under section 42, shall forthwith 
be recorded in a register in Form 38. 

(v) A miscellaneous demand register will he maintained in Form :!9 
to show all miscellaneous demands as they arise from time to time. The 
recovery of all fees under sections 32 and 42 of the Act, or any other 
miscellaneous demand will be watched through this Register. 

37. All sums recovered under section 51 of the Act shall he credited 
under head “IV(c)—Deposits”, if they are paid to the Commissioner 
and refunded to the mutwallis of respective wakfs or to any other 
person to whom it may be due as early as possible, the charge being 
debited to the head “10(c)—Refund of Deposits.” 

Raoeipts in duplioata^ 

38. (t) For all sums received in cash other than by money order, 
receipts shall be granted by the Commissioner in Form 9 to be filled 
in by the carbon process, the diiplic.ate copy of which shall be retained. 

(11) The money orders received shall be entered in the Cashier's cash 
book which along with the money orders shall bn placed before the 
Commissioner for signing the acknowledgment and initialling the 
corresponding entries in the cash book. The money order coupons 
shall be filed chronologically in a guard file. 

39. The receipt forms shall be bound in books of 100 duplicate 
forms each. Both the original and the duplicate shall bear the siinne 
number which shall be printed. 

40. The stock of receipt books shall be kept in the custody of the 
Commissioner and before issue, the number of forms in each book sliall 
be counted by him and a certificate of count recorded on the cover of 
the hook. The receipt and issue of all forms shall be recorded in a 
slock book (Form 10) and on no account shall loose unnumbered forms 
be kept in the office. 


CHAPTER rv. 

Establishment. 

Monthly pay bills. 

41. _ (t) The pay bill of the establishment of the Board shall he 
drawn in Form 11 and the certificate at the foot of the said form shall 
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be signed by the Commissioner. ^ Wlien pay is drawn for a portion of the 
month onlj, the rate at which it is drawn and the number of davs for 
which it IS claimed shall be stated either against the name of the 
employee in the body of the bill or in a note in the foot of the page. 

(ii) When an employee, is absent from duty and acting arrange¬ 
ments are made in consequence of his absence, the absentee statement 
on the reverse of the form shall be filled in and signed by the 
'^Commissioner. 

(tw) Pay not disbursed shall be refunded by short drawal in the 
next monthly pay bill. 

42. No deduction not aiithorised by the Act, or the rules 
framed thereunder, or by a competent court or authority, library 

fee, association fee or co-operative dues shall he shown in the pay bill. 

4-1. To the first bill in which a periodical increment is drawn by 
any officer a certificate in Form 12 shall be appended. 

44. The pay of all temporary employees who are entertained under 
sanction shall be billed for separately in Form 11, the sanction being 
quoted. 

45. The last payment of an employee’s pay and travelling allow¬ 
ance or the refund of security deposits shall never be made until it has 
been ascertained that there are no demands outstanding against him. 
A certificate to this effect signed by the Commissioner shall be attached 
to each such bill. 


Distribution of pay. 

46. Every employee shall give a dated receipt for the sum paid 
to him .y'ith a receipt stamp affixed if the sum paid exceeds Es. 20 
(cost of which should be borne by him), in the appropriate column on 
the form. Employees unable to sign shall give their left thumb 
impression and shall be paid in the prcsenci- of a responsible ofiicer other 
than the person disbursing the money and the left thumb impression 
attested by the former. 

47. The Commissioner shall be personally responsible for the 
amount of salary drawn on a bill signed by him until he has paid it tt» 
the person entitled to receive it and has had the acquittance roll signed 
and. if necessary, stamped by the payee. 

48. The Commissioner shall not readjust the pay of the establish¬ 
ment by giving one officer more and another less than the sanctioned 
pay of his post, nor shall he distribute the pay drawn for an absentee to 
another. 


Arrear bills, 

49. (t) Arrear pay shall be drawn not in the ordinanr monthly bill, 

but in a separate bill with a quotation of the bill from which the charge 
was omitted or withheld or in which it was refunded by deduction. A 
certificate shall be furnished by the Commissioner on the bill to the 
effect that the amounts drawn in the bill were not paid before. 

(it) When bills are paid, the No. and date of the voucher shall be 
noted on the original bill from which the charge was withheld, or 
omitted or in which it was refunded, against the items concerned in 
order to prevent a second claim being entwtained. 
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Raoord of service. 

60, (i) A Service Book in Form 13 printed in English and the 
vernacular shall be supplied at his own cost to every subordinate 
employee holding a substantive appointment on the permanent estab¬ 
lishment of the Board. 

(ii) In the r ase of the head of office like the Commissioner, the 
record of service shall be kept in the History of Services (Form 14). 

(m) The service book shall be kept in the custody of the Commis¬ 
sioner whose signature as well as that of the employee on the first page 
shall be attested every five years. Every entry in it of the period of 
leave granted or suspension or other record shall be attested by the 
Commissioner. 


Security. 

51. The cashier and other employees entrusted with the receipt, 
expenditure or custody of money or property belonging to the Board 
shall be required to furnish security of an amount fixed by the Board. 

62. Such security must be either a deposit of cash in the Post 
Office Savings Bank or Government securities. In exceptional cases 
the Board may accejit payment of the required security by monthly 
deductions from pay. Such deduction shall be at not loss than Jth of 
the pay or at not less than such sum as would make up the security 
in a maxiinnm jjoriod of three years. In such ease personal security 
shall be obtained until the full amount of the cash securities required 
has been recovered, the solvency of the sureties being ascertained from 
time to time. 

53. In the case of cve7y employee affected by the preceding rule, 
a security-bond in Form l6 shall te executed. All such bonds shall 
be kept under lock and key in the custody of the Commissioner. A 
security bond executed in a particular capacity is not valid when the 
duties and responsibilities are added to nr changed. 

Fees and travelling allowances. 

54. All claims for the payment of fees and travellii^ allowances 
under section 26 of the Act shall be presented to the Commissioner 
in the form of a bill; such a bill shall also show whether or not the 
claimant is a member of the Bengal Legislative Assembly or the 
Bengal Legislative Council. 

55. (1) Bills for travelling allowances jihall contain the following 
details; — 

(а) Name of member or officer with designation and the usual 

place of residence. 

(б) Whether the claimant is a member of the Bengal Ivegislative 

Assembly or the Bengal Legislative Council. 

(c) Actual pay of appointment, if any. 

(d) Date of journey and halts and hours, in cases of journey by 

roads. 

(e) Route—from.to.. 

(/) Purpose of journey. 

(ff) By rail or otherwise, etc. 
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(h) If by road, the number of miles. 

(2) A certificate shall be recorded in the body of the bill by the 
claimant that the amounts of railway and steamer fares, etc., claimed, 
represent actual fares paid. 

(3) Bills shall be roui)tersipned by the Commissioner before they 
are passed for payment. 

(4) No such bills shall be payable after the expiry of the financial 
year in which the claims accrued except with the previous sanction of 
the Board. 


CHAPTER V. 

Contingencies. 

Contingent bills. 

66. The Commissioner shall have a permanent advance to meet 
petty continffent expenses. The amount of the permanent advance 
which the Commissioner may hold shall be fixed by the Government. 

Note.—F or tbo purpose of this rule contingent expenses include all expenditure 
other than salary and allowauces. 

,67. Payments exceeding Rs. 20 shall not ordinarily be made from 
the imprest. 

58. All recnnjjinent of contingent charges shall be drawn on a bill 
in Form 16. 

59. The Commissioner shall make payments from his permanent 
advance from lime to time as may be required, and for each payment 
he shall obtain and hold a hill receipted by the payee, or in the case 
of petty office expenses, a written detailed statement of the sums spent. 

60. The bills or statements shall be numbered consecutively, 
enfaced or stamped “paid in cash” and entered in the expenditure 
columns of the permanent advance account (Form 17), the classification 
of the charges being carefully entered in the columns provided for the 
purpose. 

61. The permanent advance may be recouped whenever necessary, 
and it shall always he recouped on the last working day of the month. 
This shall be recouped in the following manner: — 

(t) The officer holding the advance shall compare the sub-vouchers 
with the entries in the permanent advance account and 
shall deface them by stamping them “cancelled,” so that 
they cannot be used again. He shall total and initial the 
column “Amount of sub-vouchers” in the permanent advance 
account and also the amounts in the classification columns 
the cross total of wliich should agree with the total of the 
column “amount of sub-vouchers” and shall rule a red ink 
line across the page below the total of the entries. 

(it) The bill for recoupment shall then be drawn out. After the 
bill is enfaced with the usual payment order in the form 
prescribed in rule 97, a cheque snail be drawn out in favour 
of the officer holding the advance. 
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62. (t) The recoupment shall alwnys be in full, of expenditure 
from the last recoupment to date so that the balance in hand after 
recSupment shall always be the full amount of advance. 

(tt) The serial number of the sub-voiuhers shall always recommence 
with No. 1 after each recoupment. 

63. The powers of the Commissioner to incur expenditure shall 
be as prescribed by the Board. The latter may jireseribe any condi¬ 
tions they deem fit to impose on the exercise of these powers by the 
Commissioner. 


Stamps and postage, 

64. (t) Payment of charg'es for purchase of postage stam]>s shall 

be made by cheques drawn in favour of the Collector of Stamps, 
Calcutta. The value of stamps purchased shall be entered in the 
Stamp Register (Form 18). 

(ii) The balance of stamps in hand shall be verified once a month 
by the Head Clerk, who shall make a note of the verification in the 
remarks column, under bis signature. 

Stationery Accounts, 

66. The stationery accounts shall be maintained in Form 19. 
Purchases shall he made half-yearly or quarterly on indents duly 
sanctioned and showing the stock in hand at the time, the actual 
consumption of the previous year and the quantity required. Issues 
shall be acknowledged in a Register maintained for the purpose under 
the initials of the officers supplied. Balances shall be struck at the end 
of each quarter and verified half-yearly with the actual stock by the 
Commissioner, who shall record a certifiiiate to this effect on the 
Register. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Debt Heads. 

Advances—Permanent advance, 

66. The following pi-ocedure with respect to grant of permanent 
advance shall be adopted: — 

(t) on first receiving or taking charge of the permanent advance 
the holder shall sign and file' an acknowledgment in these 
terms: 

“I acknowledge to have in my possession a permanent advance 
of Rs. (Rupees ), which sum is due from 

me to the Wakf Fund and I am personnlly accountable 
for the amount.” 

(m) a similar acknowledgment shall also be given by the holder 
on the first working day of each year. 

(iii) The permanent advance when first drawn shall be charged 
in the cash book to the bead “Advances” and shall be 
debited to the holder’s account in the Advance Ledger. 
There shall he no further entries in the ledger account 
until the advance is finally repaid. A portion of perma¬ 
nent advance shall never be reiunded. 
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67. If the amount originally fixed for the permanent advance is 
subsequently increased or decreased by the Government, the original 
advance shall be repaid and a fresh advance drawn. 


Other advances, 

68. All sums advanced from the Wakf Fund to the Commissioner 
and other individuals for any of the purposes of the Act and all sums 
paid withfiut jjroper voucher shall in the first instance be charged to 
the head “Advance” and entered in the Advance Ledger (Form 20). 
A separate account shall be opened in this ledger for each person to 
whom an advance has been given and this account shall he credited 
with the amount of any repayments that may he made. 

Noth. —This rule does not apply to expciiflituro <luo to bo recovered under 
seot^ona 39 and 60 of the Act which shall be accountocl for as provided in rule 36. 


Adjustment of advance. 

69. The bills and vouchers put forward in support of the expendi¬ 
ture met from an advance shall he iiassed by the Commissioner in the 
same manner as other hills are passed. The passing order will luu 
thus— 

“Passed for Rupees 

Adjust Rs. by credit to advance account and 

debit to 

70. The different accounts of the adyant'e ledger shall ho balanced 
quarterly and signed by the Commissioner. The postings in the 
Advance Ledger shall he checked with the accounts at the end of each 
quarter. The officer who signs the accounts shall at the same thn(> 
satisfy himself that steps are taken to recover or adjust advances which 
have been outstanding for more than three months. At the close of 
each quarter a list in Form 21 shall be prepared of outstanding 
advances. 


Deposits. 

71. All sums of money received by way of security deposit from 
any one or which are not the property of the Board and nave been 
placed with the Commissioner for a temiwrary purpose only and all 
sums of money which cannot he immediately adjusted in the accounts 
for want of proper details shall be credited to the head “Deposit 
Received” and shall be entered in the credit side of the Deposit Ledger 
(Form 22). A separate account shall be opened for each depositor and 
the account shall bo balanced quarterly and signed by the Commis¬ 
sioner. 

72. When a deposit is refunded in cosh, it shall he charged to 
the same head of accounts. If the amount of a deposit is ultimately 
required to l>e adjusted by book transfer, the bill shall be adjusted in 
the following manner: — 

Passed for Rupees... 

Adjust Rs. by debit to the head “Deposit refunded” and 

credit to the head... 
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73. The pustinffs iu the Deposit Ledger shall be cheeked with the 
accounts at the end of each quarter. At the close of every quarter a 
list of outstanding deposits shall be prepared in Form 21. 

Register of Security Deposit other than cash. 

74. Security deposits received whether in cash or realised by 
deductions from pay or in Government securities and the like shall be 
accounted for in a register in Form 23. 

Government Security Register, 

76. All Government securities and other investments purchased 
by the Board shall be accounted for in Form 23A. They shall not be 
written off this form unless disposed of absolutely by sale or otherwise. 

76. The total amount of securities, if any, kept in the safe custody 
of the Reserve Bank of India, Calcutta, shall be verified annually by 
the Commissioner with the list published by the Reserve Bank of 
India in the Calrutta Gazette at the close of each calendar year and 
certificate of verification given in the remark column of the register 
against each entry therein. 


Loan Register, 

77. The transactions with regard to any loan contracted by the 
Commissioner shall be recorded in Form 24. 

Appropriation Register, 

78. An appropriation register in Form 25 shall be kept to walcli 
the appropriation of funds raised by loan. The expenditure met from 
the loan Aall be posted monthly from the monthly Abstract Register 
of expenditure. The money drawn shall not be diverted to any other 
purpose. 


CHAPTER Vn. 

Office Accounts. 

Cashier's Gash Book. 

79. All money received shall immediately and without reservation 
be brought to account in the Cashier’s cash book to be kept in Form 26 
under the direct supervision of the Commissioner. The receipts shall 
be classified in the column provided according to the budget heads. 

80. All receipts shall be entered daily in the cash book with full 
details of names and particulars. Fiuch entry shall be initialled by 
the Commissioner daily after comparison with the receipt issued which 
also shall be initialled by him. The Commissioner shall at the same 
time exercise a test check to ensure that no receipt has been issued for 
amounts which have not been credited in the cash book. 

Custody of the Wakf Fund. 

81. All sums received on account of the Wakf Fund shall be paid 
into the Bank. When money received or collected on account of the 
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Wakf Fund cannot be immediately remitted to the Bank, it sball be 
kept in a strong iron safe secured by tAvo locks of different patterns. 
As an invariable rule, all the keys of the same lock shall be kept in 
the custody of the same person and, as a general rule, the keys of one 
lock shall jbe kept apart from the keys of the other lock in the custody 
of the Commissioner or some other responsible person nominated by 
the Board, the keys of the other lock being kept with the Cashier. 

82. At the close of each day’s transactions, the cash in hand of the 
easier shall be verified by actual counting and agreed with book 
balance by a memorandum recorded in the Cashier’s cash book as 
follows; —

The cash Balance Certificiile shall be signed by the Cashier and the 

f ierson authorised to keep the second set of ke,ys under rule 81. The 
utter officer shall before signing the certificate verify the cash balance 
and see that it agrees with the balance as shown in the memorandum 
in the Cashier’s cash book for the same day. 

Remittance into the Bank, 

83. All money received on account of the Wakf Fund shall be 
remitted to the Bank accompanied by a pay-in-slip on all working days 
of the week and shall on no account be appropriated towards expendi¬ 
ture. 

84. (a) When a remittance is to be made to the Bank, (i) all receipts 

up to the time of remittance shall be entered in the cash book (Form 
26), {ii) all money columns shall be totalled and the cross total of 
those columns shall be agreed with that of column 11, (Hi) the total 
amount of column 11 shall be entered in column 12 and remitted to 
the Bank in pay-in-slip forms, (iv) the number and date of the pay- 
in-slips shall be noted against each remittance. The Commissioner 
shall check and initial against the total of the remittance in column 
12 . 

(b) A red line shall be drawn across the book below the tot^s after 
each remittance. All amounts received after the remittance is made 
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shall be entered below tbe line mentioned above. The date in column 
1 of the cash book shall be the actual date of receipt and not of remit* 
tance. 

Transactions with the Bank, 

85. Pay-in-slip Books are supplied by the Bank for tbe payment 
of money into it. 

Bank's monthly statement of deposits and withdrawals, 

86. For sums paid into and withdrawn from the Bank a monthly 
statement of accounts showing the daily records of transactions in the 
Bank is issued by the Bank every month. These .statements shall 
be filed serially and chronologically in book form. 

Check of the Cashier's Cash Book by the executive. 

87. (I) The Commissioner shall once at least in eveiw month 
exacmine (t) the Cashier’s cash book together with the Bank’s state¬ 
ment of accounts, so as to satisfy himself that all money received has 
duly been remitted to the Bank without delay and that (ii) the Cashier 
does not without sufficient reasons retain in hand sums of money in 
excess of the security which ho may have given, and that (zii) he 
always remits to the Bank the whole and not part of the day’s receipts. 
He shall initial the cash hook in token of having made this examina¬ 
tion. 

Notk. —^This duty shall not be delegated by the Commissioner to any other officer. 

(2) He shall further examine once a month the Cashier’s and the 
Accountant’s cash book with all the subsidiary forms and registers 
with a view to testing whether all sums received are actually brought 
to account promptly. 

a The Commissionor shall exercise the same vigilance in respect 
expenditure out of the Wakf Fund as a person of ordinary 
prudence would exercise in spending his own money. 

Payment Orders and Payment of Claima. 

88. Every bill or other claim for payment shall be presented in 
the first instance to the Accountant, who shall check and examine it 
as regards arithmetical accuracy, propriety of the claim and its ad¬ 
missibility witli reference to sanction, order book or other documents, 
and if it be found to he correct and in order, he shall initial it and 
submit the same for orders to the Commissioner. Wherever permis¬ 
sible, pies involved in the total of the passed bill shall be lounded 
off to the nearest anna—items below six pies being omitted and six 
pies aud above, treated as one anna. If payment of the bill so present¬ 
ed is to he made, a payment order shall be endorsed on the. documents, 
i.e., on the bill presented by the peraon who prefers the claim. 

The payment order shall run as follows: — 

“Pay (Rs. ) rupees only”* the amount 

being written in words as well as in figures and the order 
shall be signed by the Commissioner if the payment is 
found admissible by him.

89. Before passing a cheque the Commissioner shall satisfy him¬ 
self that the amount is available against the balance of the Wakf Fund 
or a loan as the case may be, to which the amount is debitable. A 
reference to the Appropriation Register maintained under rule 78 will 
show the amount of unspent balance of the loan. Deducting this sum 
from the balance of the General Cash Book on any day (the receipts 
and expenditure being roughly totalled for the purpose of working out 
the figure), the available balance of the Wakf Fund proper will be 
obtained. He shall at the same time satisfy himself that the pa^unent 
will*>uot cause any excess over the provision made in the budget estimates 
under the head concerned. 

90. (a) If the bill is to be paid out of the imprest, the Commis¬ 
sioner shall sign the pay order on the bill and make it over to the 
Cashier for payment. The Cashier shall after payment stamp the 
vouchers with the words “Paid in cash”, in conspicuous type. This 
shall be attached as a sub-voucher to the next contingent bill (Form 
16). 

(h) If the Bill is to be paid by cheque, it shall be made over to 
the Accountant. The cheque shall be written out by the Accountant 
and the bills stamped “Paid by cheque No. , dated ” 

in conspicuous type. Both the bills and the cheque shall then be 
placed before the Commissioner who shall sign the cheque and initial 
(with date) the “paid” endorsement on the bill in token of having 
signed the cheque. The amount of the cheque shall be entered in 
the cash book as soon as the cheque is signed. 

91. Every payment made either in cash or by cheque shall be 
covered hy «• receipt stamped, if necessarj', from the person to whom 
the money is due. If the payment is made to another person duly 
authorised by the payee to receive payment on hie behalf, the signa¬ 
tures of both are necessary. Receipts signed by any other person or 
by an employee of the Board are invalid. 

92. (n) W'hen payment is made <o illiterate persons, their left 
thumb impression shall be taken and ui tested by a witness in addition 
to the paying officer. 

(b) When the payee signs the bill in vernacular, the paying officer 
shall require the payee to acknowledge the amount in the same verna¬ 
cular. 

93. (i) All bills that have been paid shall be numbered consecutive¬ 
ly for the year in order of payment and shall be posted in a “guard 
book”. 

(/’/■) Imprest bills that have been together with the sub-vouchers 
shall be filed in a separate guard book, a memorandum being kept in 
its place in the general guard book. 

Bill Register. 

94. (a) All bills received for payment shall be entered in the 
Bill Register (Form 27). As soon as a payment on account of the 
bill is made, the fact shall be noted in the appropriate column of the 
register. The total unpaid amount at the end of the year shall be 
worked out and the outstanding amount carried over to the register 
for the next year. 

(6) The Bill Register shall be submitted for review to the Gommis- 
aioner once a month. 
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Cash Book. 

96.* The cash book shall ho kept in English in Form 28 by the 
Accountant. 


Posting of the cash book. 


96. (a) The Ai-countant shall compare the receipted pay-in-.slips and 

the Cashier’s ca.sh book to ensure that all remittances have been duly 
brought to awount in the Hank and shall then write up the re<'eijjt 
side of his cash book from the chalan and the Cu^hiol■’< cash Iwok. In 
writing up his ca.sh book the Accountant shall transcribe the totals 
only under the various account headings in the Cashier’s cash book 
into his cash book, but at the same time he shall prove the compilation 
of the account and test the accuracy of the amount and the classifica¬ 
tion of the items forming the totals by referring to the forms and 
registers in which the receipts are given. 

(b) The date of receipt to be shown in the A^aiouiitant’s cash book 
shall be the date on which the chalan is received by the Bank as 
shown by the stamp and initials of the officers of the Bank thereon. 

(c) The payment side of the cash l>ook shall be posted from the 
details of the vouchers and of the cheques drawn. 


Closing of the Cash Book. 

97. The cash book shall be balanced on the last working day of 
every month and signed by the Commissioner in token of the correct¬ 
ness of every' entry made thejoin. The balance brought out shall be 
stated both in words and figures, and shall within tliree days of the 
close of the month be agreed with the balance shown in the monthly 
statement of accounts received from the Bank, thus; —

Nots.—W hen a cheque has been cancelled it will not be entered info the list of 
eheques drawn but not nashed. 
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Cheques. 

98. Cheque Books will be provided by the Bank. The drawing 
officer shall keep the cliequc book under lock and key in his personu 
custody and when ndieved lie slinll take a receipt foi’ the exirrect num¬ 
ber of cheques made over to the relieving officer, a specimen of the 
latter’s signature, shall at the same time bo forwarded to the Bank. 

99. On receipt of the Cheque Book from the Bank the officer to 
whom the duty of .signing cheques is allotted, shall count the cheques 
and shall record the number on the back of the Cheque Book over his 
initial thus: — 

“This Cheque Book contains.forms.” 

100. (a) The Cheque Book in use may he made over to the Account¬ 
ant whenever required, but it shall be returned before the office is closed 
for the day and shall on no account be left in the entire charge of 
any subordinate. 

(b) The officer in whose custody it is to remain shall satisfy him¬ 
self periodically that all unused cheques are in the book and that none 
has been surreptitiously extracted. 

101. No cheques shall ordinarily be signed unless required for 
immediate delivery to the person to whom the money is to bo paid. 
The practice of retaining signed cheques in the office shall not he 
permitted. 

102. Every cheque shall he drawn in English in favour of the 
person to whom the money is actually to he paid and no cheque shall 
DO drawn in favour of one person for payment to another. 

The sole exceptions are— 

(a) in the case of a cheque issued fur a sum of money distrihu table 
as pay or wages among the staff of the Board the cheque 
shall he drawn in favour of the Commissioner who will 
endorse the cheque hy name to the person by whom the 
actual distribution is to be carried out and at tbe same 
time attest the corresponding entry in the icgistcr of dis¬ 
bursement of cash drawn on cheques in favour t f the Com¬ 
missioner (Form 29). 

(h) (i) In the case of a cheque, for a sum of money due to a person 
residing outside Calcutta the cheque shall he drawn in 
favour of the Postmaster, if it is ac(!epted hy him, and 
shall he sent to him with the money orders included in 
the cheque; if not, it shall he drawn in favour of the 
Commissioner w'ho will have it cashed and the money .sent 
to the Postmaster. The Commissioner shall eheek the 
money order carbon receipts with the hills on the same 
day or on the following day. 

(tt) In case of deductions made from the pay bill on accorn.t of 
security deposits of employees, a cheque for all such deduc¬ 
tions made in a month shall be similarly drawn in favour 
of the Postmaster for deposit in the respective Savings Bank 
account of each depositor. 
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(c) In case of payment of sums due to Government tie cheques 
shall be payable to the officer in charge of the department 
* concerned such as the Income-tax Deparinient. In other 
eases, the cheque shall he drawn in favour of the Commis¬ 
sioner who shall he responsible for the due credit of the 
sum to Government. 

103. The amount of every cheque drawn shall he written in words 
as well as in figures, both on the cheque ilseif and on the counterfoil 
which shall be initialled by the person who signs the checiue. The 
amount of the cheque should he so recorded as to render any alteraiions, 
inteipolations, insertions quite easily noticeable; the word “only” 
shall be added after the amount written in words where the amount 
does not contain annas or annas and pies. 

104. All cheques drawn in favour of the ('omruissionei- shall he 
entered hy the Cashier in the register of disbursement of cash drawn 
in cheques in favour of the Commissioner (Form 29). 


Cancellation of cheques. 

105. When a signed cheque is cancelled it shall he stamped or 
enfaced “cancelled” hv the drawer of the cheque. The fact of cancel¬ 
lation shall he noted in red ink under the initials of the drawer of the 
cheque upon the counterfoil and also across the endoiwment which has 
been enfaced upon the vouchers. 

Note.—T he cionwIleU cheejue ahall be Uoatroyed by the loenl uuihtor as soon 
IIS the aeeounts for the month in whiefi the cheque was itrawn }iavo horn nudited. 


Correction of the cash book and Abstract Register when cheques are 

cancel led. 

106 (a) If the cheijue is cancelled before the cash transaiitions of 
the month in which it was issued have been totalled the entry in the 
cash hook and also in the Abstract Register (Form .“ID sliull be stuck 
out in red ink under the initials of the Commissioner. 

(h) If, however, the Abstract Register has been totalled, the amount 
of the cheque sliull be credited in the chsh book as u miscellaneous 
receipt, and if the correction is made in the year in which llie cheque 
was issued the amount shall be noted against the head “Dc'diief 
entries” in the adjustment register (Form No. 32) under that head .and 
the head of expenditure to which it was originally charged. 

107, No fresh cheques shall he issued, in place of a lapsed ehei|Ue. 
A lapsed cheque shall 8impl,y be re-dated and attested hy the Commis¬ 
sioner. A note of the fact of re-dating shall he entered in the cash 
book against the original transaction and upon the counterfoil of the 
cheque itself. 

Note.—C hoques are (mirent for throo montbs only; after tlni oxiiiratiua of that, 
period payment will be refused by the Bank and the person in who.so f«\our tlic cheque 
waa drawn will therefore have to bring it back to be re-dated. 
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Procedure when a cheque ie loet 

r 

108 (a) When a cheque is reported as lost during the period of its 
currency, the Commissioner shall forthwith communicate the loss to 
the Bank and obtain certificate from the Bank that its payment has 
heeii stopped. 

(b) On receipt from the Bank of the certificate properly signed, a 
new cheque can he drawn in lieu of it and the fact of the loss and the 
number and date of the new cheque will be recorded on the (counterfoil 
of the lost cheque, and the number and the date of the old cheque will 
be recorded on the counterfoil of the new chqeue. The fact of the new 
cheque having been issued will be entered on the date of issue in red 
ink parenthetically in the cash book but not in the column for payment. 
A note will also be made against the original entry in the cash book. 


Abstract Register of Receipts and Expenditure. 

109. .Ml the entries on the receipt side of the cash book (Form 28) 
shall be posted by the Accountant one by one direct from the cash 
book into the .\bstract Register of Receipts tForni 801 and all entries 
on tlic [laymcnt side of the cash book shall be similarly posted into 
the .Abstract Register of Expenditure (Form 311. 

110. The Abstract Registers shall be posted as often as may be 
conveiTient, but in no case later than ten days after the close of the 
month to which the account relates. 

111. The columns of the Abstract Register shall be totalled every 
month and the sum of the totals of all the columns must necessarily he 
equal to. and shall be compared by the Commissioner with, the monthly 
totals.of the receipts and expenditure shown in the cash hook. He 
shall initial the Abstract Registers in token of having made this com¬ 
parison. 

112. The ad.iustments in the Abstract Registers shall represent 
the totals in the Register of Adjustments prescribed in rule 113. 


Adjustments. 

113. For the record of transactions other than cash, a register of 
adjustments shall be opened in Form 32. 

114. Tl»e chief adjustments are— 

(7) Rectification of errors in classifitiation. 

(2) The adjustment of a bill against an advance or of a receipt 
against a deposit. 

(.’1) Adjustment due to refunds of income or recoveries of expendi¬ 
ture. 

115. The methods of adjustment are as follows: — 

(1) Errors in edassification are to be adjusted by deducting the 
amount wrongly charged from the head to which it was 
originally charged and adding to the head to which it 
belongs. The amount shall be placed against “deduct 
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entries” and “add entires” in the adjustment register vinder 
the respective heads of the receipt side if the misclassifica- 
tion relates to a receipt or under the respective heads of the 
expenditure side if the misclassihcatiun relates to expendi- 
* ture. 

(z) The adjustment of charges against an advance shall be record¬ 
ed in the adjustment register by entering the amount of the 
charge in the expenditure side of the register under the head 
to which the charge is to be debited and also by enterijig 
the same in the receipt side under the head “Advances re¬ 
covered”. 

"When a receipt is adjusted against a deposit, the adjustment shall 
be recorded in the Register of Adjustment by entering the 
amount of deposit in the expenditure side of the register 
under the head “Deposits refunded” and also by entering 
the same in the receipt aide under the. head to which the 
amount would fall. All the entries shall be made against 
“add entries” of both the sides of the Adjustment Register. 

The adjustnieJit of the advances and dejKJsits shall also be reconl- 
ed hi the individual account of the Advance or the Deposit 
Ledger in the appropriate columns. 

(3) The adjustment due to refunds of income or recoveries of ex¬ 
penditure shall be made only when the income was original¬ 
ly received or the exjienditure incurred in the same year in 
which the refund or recovery is made. When income is 
refunded, the refund shall be charged to the major head 
of expenditure c<irrespondiiig to the major head of receipts 
to which it was originally credited, or if there is no such 
head, to “Miscellaneous”. The amount shall then be de¬ 
ducted in the Adjustment Register from both the head of 
receipt to which it was originally credited and the head of 
expenditure to which the refund was charged. 

Similarly, when expenditure is rec'overed the amount shall l>e 
eredited to the major head of reeeipts corresponding to the 
major head of the expenditure to which it was originally 
charged or if there be no such head, to “Miscellaneous". 
The amount shall then be deducted fixnn the Adjustment 
Register from both the beads of expenditure to whieh it 
was originally charged and the head of rec^eipt to 'whirh the 
recovery is eredited. 

Notes.—(1) Adjustment AfTeeting tho advance and the deposit heads siiall be made 
even after tlie nliiHe of tho year so lung as the aceomits therefor have not boon finally 
olosed. 

(2) The record of adjustment relating to '‘deiiuet entries” both in- the Adjustment 
Register or in tho Abstract Kugister shall alwaye be written in re<l ink. 

(3) No adjustment will, liowover, be necessary in respect of recovery of expenditure 
inourred under sections 3H and 7S of the Aot. 


Quarterly and Annual Account. 

116. At the close of every month d.he totals under the various 
heads of account recorded in the Abstract Registers (Forms 30 and 31) 
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shall he eutered by the Accountant in the Registers of Quarterly and 
Annual Accounts of Receipts and Expenditure in Forms 33 and 34 
against the corresponding heads for respective months. 

117. If it is desired to show the expenditure in greater detail than 
according to the prescribed budget heads, additional detailed heads may 
be inserted in the Abstract Registers nnd the Quarterly and Annual 
Accounts of Expenditure. The particulars of the chai’ges to be posted 
under those heads can be obtained from the cash book or vouchers. 


Preparation of Annual Account. 

118 (a) An account showing the receipts and expenditure during 
the year, duly balanced, shall be prepared by the Accountant in Form 
35 immediatciy alter the close of each year and not later than the 15th 
May following. The account shall be reviewed and signed by the Com¬ 
missioner and placed before the Board for consideration and approval 
by the 15th June following. 

(6) A copy of this account shall be sent not later than the 30th 
June following to the Government. 

Offlca Order Book. 

119. An Ultice Order Book shall be keiit by the Ooiniuissioner in 
which all appointments, promotions, leave, suspensions, fines and office 
arrangeiuenls and orders generally shall be noted. The Commissioner 
shall flee that this Order Book is kept in a correct and complete manner. 

Establishment Check Register. 

120. Tho whole establishment ol the Board shall be recorded in the 
Establishment Check Register (Form 30) in which every appointment 
as made shall be eutered. 'I'he original scale as well us all ,sub.sequent 
changes shall be authculicuted by the Commissioner with a quotation 
of the number and dale of .sanction in support. 

121. Uetails of every establishment bill alter it is chucked by the 
Accountant shall be posted into the Establishmeut Check Register. 
I’ay shall be recorded under the month for which Jt is due and not under 
that in which it is disbursed. 

122. Tempm-ury establifibment shall be shown soparutely in tho 
establishment register and not mixed up with the permanent establish¬ 
ment, the period of sanction being specified. Lines sliall be drawn 
across the columns of the inouthfi previous or subsequent to such period, 
so as to prevent admissibility by oversight of pay for a jieriod in excess 
of sanction. 


Other recurring charges. 

123. When the Commissioner incurs recurring charges (other than 
for rejiaynieut of loans) on account of rents, elecl.rical charges, etc., 
payments on account thereof shall be recorded and checked in the 
same manner as establishmeut charges. The Establishment Check 
Register shall be used for the pui-pose, separate pages being opened 
therein for these charge^. 
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124. The payment of fees and travelling allowances to the members 
shall also be watched through this register, necessary modifications of 
the columns thereof may be made as indicated below ; —

Destruction of records. 

125. Vouchers, registers and other accounts and forms jjrescribed 
for the use of the Board shall not be classified for destruction or des¬ 
troyed otherwise than in accordance with the Appendix to these rules. 

126. The Commissioner slmll give the neccssaj'y orders for destruc¬ 
tion after personal inspection. The registers, vouchers and other docu¬ 
ments which have been ordered trj he de.stroyed shall be entered in 
detail in a register and attested by the Commissioner after verification. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Legal Proceedings. 

127. All suits or eertificates filed on behalf of or against the Com¬ 
missioner shall be entered in a register in Form 37 and costs incurred 
in coducting the suits or certitieate cases and in executing the decrees 
or certificates shall bo noted in the register against the respective suit or 
the certificate case. 

Note.—^T hc enrtificntc cksch (tkul shoiild bo noted in n geparato part of the 
register. 

128. The suits or (tertilleate c.ases peudiug at the end of the year 
shall be taken over to the next year’s register written in red ink. The 
total costs incurred and other details shall also be noted from the pre¬ 
vious year’s register.

The followiiif^ Act of the Indian Legislature 
receired the assent of the Governor General on the 14th 
September, 1938, and is hereby promulgated for 
general information:— 

Act No. XX ok 1938. 

An Act to amend the criminal law. 

Whereas it is expedient to supplement the 
criminial law by providing for the punishment of 
certain acts prejudicial to the recruitment of persons 
to serve in, and to the discipline of, His Majesty’s 
Forces; It is hereby enacted as follows: — 


1. (i) This Act may be called the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act, 1938. 

{,2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

(3) It shall come into force in a Province on such 
date as the Provincial Government may, by notification 
in the official Gazette, appoint in this behalf for such 
province. 

2 . Whoever— 

(a) with intent to affect adversely the recruitment 
of persons to serve in the Military, Naval or 
Air Forces of His Majesty, wilfully dissuades- 
or attempts to dissuade the public or any 
person from entering any such Forces, or

1. This Act may be called the Indian Aircraft 
(Amendment) Act, 1938. 

2. After section 8A of the Indian Aircraft Act, XXll of 
1934 (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the 1934. 
following section shall be inserted, namely:— 

“SB. (7) If the Central Government is satisfied 
that India or any part thereof is visited by or 
threatened with an outbreak of any dangerous 
epidemic disease, and that the ordinary pio- 
visions of the law for the time being in force 
are insufficient for the prevention of danger 
arising to the publio health through the intro¬ 
duction or spread of the disease by the agency 
of aircraft, the Central Government may take 
such measures as it deems necessary to prevent 
such danger. 

i'J) In any such case the Central Government may, 
without prejudice to the powers conferred by 
section 8A, by notification in the official 
Gazette, make such temporary rules with 
respect to aircraft and persons travelling or 
things carried therein and aerodromes as it 
deems necessary in the circumstances. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 
14. the power to make rules under sub-section 
(2) shall not be subject to the condition of tlie 
rules being made after previous publication, 
but sxich rules shall not remain in force for 
more than three months from the date of 
notification:

The Destructive Insects and Pmts Act, 1914 (Act 11 of 1914), was not made 
applicable to Berar under the Indian (Foreign duTiadietion) Order m Council, 1902. 
By tlie Destructive Insects and Pests (Amendment) Act, 1938 (Ac;t VI of 19J18), 
sections 4A to 4D and section 6A, conferring power on Idle Central Government to 
regulate or prohibit transport from province to province of insects or articles likely 
to cause infection to crops, were added to the Act. In mder that these new provisions 
may, if necesssiiy, be u.sed to control the transport to or from Berar of insects or articles 
likely to cause infection and since uniformity in this matter is obviously desirable, 
it, is proposed that the whole Act should now be made applicable to Berar by legislation 
for this purpose.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Under the Government of India Act of 1935 the form of Government has 
considerably r^houged and provincial autonomy has been granted and consequently 
the administration of provinces has come into the hands of such bodies whicdi are 
either predominantly Hindu or Muslim and at least one of such bodies has the object 
of abolishing zamindari system altogether or reduci* it to the status of an institution 
of tax collectors. The feeling between Hindus and Muslims is so bitter and the mutual 
mistrust is so high that one community does not expect fair play from the other. 

'I'he Congress, which is for all intent and purposes a Hindu body and is administer¬ 
ing good many provinces, has also some such ideals as are against the interest of certain 
classes in cci'tain provinces. Under the present condition of this country it ^s veiy 
dangerous and unjust to give such a weapon as sections I24A and 163A iu their present 
form in the liands of any community or class in power which may be used as a means 
of oppression of other community or classes, and therefore it is necessary to amend 
the two sections in such a manner as to avoid any danger of misuse with a view to 
oppress others.

“in a case exclusively triable by the court of session 
or the High Court, if the magistrate, after taking some 
evidence, is of opinion that a pnina fame case has been 
made out, he may liamc a charge and may commit the 
accused to the court of session or the High Court as the 
case may be without taking further evidence for the 
prosecution or the defence, or if all the accused apply 
to the magistrate to commit the case without taking 
any evidence, the magistrate may forthwith frame a 
I'harge and commit the case to the court of session or 
the High Court as the case may be. in such cases the 
accused will be given a list of all the witnesses and the 
documents which the prosecution intends to produce at 
the trial before he is culled upon to furnish a list of 
defence witneses and on the application of the accused 
copies of the statement of prosecution witnesses 
examined by the police or the magistrate will be given 
to him free of charge and the accused will also be 
entitled to inspect tree of charge ail the documents 
intended to be produced by the prosecution at the trial.”

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The police has changed its method of recording the statements of witnesses in 
such a way that the object of the amendment of section 162 cannot be achieved. 
Moreover, iu view of the proposed addition of section 214 the ameiulment of section 161 
is necessary. 

Section 144 is much too wide and in spite of its aineudinent it has been 
causing great hardship and injustice to people 

Section 207 has been misunderstood in many cases and such cases are com 
to the coui't of session which should never go to a court which has more important 
work to do. 

Tn good many cases unnecessary delay and expense can he avoided by adding the 
section 214 as proposed and will do no harm to the accused or any one concerned.

The trial by the aid of assessors should altogether be stopped. The majority of 
assessors take no interest in the trial and the court usually attaches no importance to 
their opinion. It is a sheer waste of public time and money.

Amendment Act, 1938. 

2. Tn sectioji 104 of the said Act, the following sub- 
paragraphs bo added to sub-section (.7) thereof:— 

(jf) an order made without jurisdiction or which a 
(’ocirt was incompetent to make; 

(h) an ordc'r affecting, determining or coneduding 
■any I’ight or liability of any of the parties to 
the suit including their ropresentutives in 
interest. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Whereas doubts, difficulties and confusion have arisen relating to the maintain¬ 
ability of an appeal from an “Order” under the Letters Patent of the various High 
Courts in India on account of numerous apparently conflicting decisions. 

The word “.Tudgment” used in the Tjetters Patent of the High Courts is responsible 
tor such conflicting decisions. 

Tt has become necessary to set at rest such diversity of judicial opinion prevailing 
in various High Courts in India and tin- aim of this Bill is to remove suc-h diversity 
so far as practicable. 

Tile proposed amendment in sub-section (j) has been made on the basis of the 
observation of the Judii-ial Committee reported in T. L. R. 9 Calcutta 482, rir., “they 
lare unable to agree with the Chief Justice that if a Judge of a High Court, makes an 
order on a misajiprehension of the extent of his jurisdii-tion", the lligh Court have no 
power, by appeal or otherwise, in setting right such a miscarriage of justice” per 
Sir Robert Collier. One of the High Courts has lately doubted whether the observation 
of the Judicial Committee still applies as ap]ieals from orders are now solely governed 
by the Civil Procedure Code. 

The words in the same sub-clause, mz., “which a Court was incompetent to make” 
have been taken literally from the decision of the Judicial Committee reported in 
30 C. W. N. 450 and 462 in order to emphasise the same position and to bring into 
harmony the position in respect of apjieals from orders to the High Court with appeals 
to His Majesty in Council, there being slight difference_between the wordings of the 
(wo clauses of the Letters Patent. 

The other provision, riz., sub-clause (k) of this Bill, has been adopted with a 
view to give legislative sanction to an old Calcutta decision which has been followed 
ever since 1872 by the majority of the lligh Courts in India until some recent decisions 
to the contrary.

Gratuitous relief was given to 1,022, 18,724 and 4,328 persons in the distressed 
Areas of Murshidabad, Malda and Faridpur, respectively, during the week. In Murehidabad, 282 persons attended 
test relief works on Saturday, the 22nd October and in Malda also, 101 men were engaged in test relief works during 
the week. Figures regarding relief measures have not been received from other affected districts. The average price 
of common rice for the province has risen by about 0-47 per cent, as compared with that of the previous week.

STATLMKNT OK OJUKOTS AND REASONS. 

The Twenty-third Session of the International Jiuliour Conference adopted a 
Convention in whiidi a special Aiticlc for India was inserted, fixing the minimum 
age at which children may be employed or may work in the transport of passengers, 
goods or mails by rail, or in tlie liamlling of goods at docks, wharves, or quays, at 
Id years. This Bill provides for iiroliibiting the employment of children under 16 
in occupations connected with the transport of goods, jitissengors or mails on railways, 
and for raising the miiiinium age for handling goods in docks from 12, the age fixed 
by section G (J'A) of the Indian Ports' Ad, 1!H)8, to 14, the age recommended by the 
Royal Commission on Ltiliour. A simjilc procedure enabling employers to safeguard 
themselves against Iransgies.-ious of the Act by furnislung themselves with, or requiring 
candidates for employment to possess, eeitificates of age, is provided in the Bill.

iwmmary. —In East and parts of West and North Bengal, the rainfall was generally moderate to heavy ; elsewhere 
there was practically no fall. Cultivation of spring crops is in progress. Harvesting of early winter poddy is proceeding 
in places. Prospects of standing crops ore fairly favourable excepting in 6ood-afFeoted areas. Gratuitous relief was 
given to 18,487 and* 1,100 persons in the distress areas of Malda and Faridpur, respectively, during the week. In 
Murdiidabad, 8,017 persons attended test relief works on Saturday, the 12tli November, and in Malda, 3,149 persons 
were engaged in test relief works during the week. In Pabna 1,714 jicrsons attended lest relief works on the last day 
of the week ending tht. 12th November, and the daily overdo number of persons roeciviiig gratuitous relief was 3,903 
and 14,357 in the Sadar and Serajganj subdivisions, respcotively, during the week ending the 12th November 1938, 
The average price of common rice for the provinoe has risen by about 1-38 per cent, as compart with that of the 
previous weex.

Read— 

The report on the working of the 
Co-operative Societies in the 
Presidency of Bengal for the year 
ending 30th June 1937. 

Khan Bahadur A. M. Arshad Ali was 
in charge of the department throughout 
the year. There was no change in the 
superior staff of the department except 
that Mr. A. Ahmed, i.c.s., Deputy 
Registrar, was appointed Director, Debt 
Conciliation, Eastern Circle, from 2l8t 
December 1936; from 9th April 1937, 
however, he was re-appointed Deputy 
Registrar in addition to his duties as 
Director, Debt Conciliation, Eastern 
Circle. As a measure of economy the 
five Sub-Deputy Collectors employed as 
Managers of Land Mortgage Banks 
reverted to their normal duties with 
effect from 1st May 1937, and were re¬ 
placed by trained Auditors of Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies. The sanctioned scheme 
for decentralisation of general super¬ 
vision and control on the one hand and 
audit on the other could not be given 
effect to during the year, because it was 
necessary to postpone the introduction 
of this system until the training of all 
Inspectors and Auditors had been com¬ 
pleted; this training commenced 
towards the close of the year. 

2. The department continued the 
policy of cautious expansion in new 
directions and of improvement of the 
existing position by gradually restoring 
the equilibrium between the financial 
position of the Provincial Bank, Central 


Banks and the Primary Societies, and 
regaining the confidence of the investing 
public in these institijitions, with the 
ultimate -object of converting these 
credit institutions into agencies for 
advancing short-term loan only for pror 
ductive purposes and raising of crops, 
and of leaving the field of long-term 
business required by the agriculturists 
to Co-operative Land Mortgage Banks. 
The total number of societies of all 
classes rose from 23,529 to 24,221 during 
the year. 

3. The weather conditions were 
generally not favourable but on the whole 
the outturn of crops was better than in 
the previous year. In spite of this fac\ 
the efforts to improve the collection of 
dues of the Central Banks brought little 
success for the following reasons :— 

(i) The huge accumulation of arrears 
had induced a feeling of despair among 
members, who too readily excused them¬ 
selves from paying on the plea that the 
economic depression was still conti¬ 
nuing. 

{ii) The Central Banks found them¬ 
selves unable to reduce the rak. of 
interest to the level of the present-day 
paying-capacity of the agriculturist 
members. 

{Hi) In the absence of any summary 
powers of recovery moral persuasion and 
pressure were ceasing to have any effect. 

4. Although the Central Banks 
decided to restrict their investments in 
village societies to advancing short-term 
loans for agricultural and productive 
purposes only, much headway could not 
be made; difficulties in making effective 
arrangements for realisation of the 
heavy existing overdues rendered the 
Banks unable to return deposits as they 
matured or to formulate any construc¬ 
tive scheme on business principles for 
future work. In order, however, to 
facilitate realisation an enquiry was set 
on foot for ascertaining the actual 
repaying cajjacity of the individual 
members of village societies. It is hoped 
that now that this enquiry is complet¬ 
ed, steps will be taken for scaling down 
the overdues of a society and of its 
individual members to an extent com¬ 
mensurate with their paying capacity 
and consistent with the financial 
solvency of the society and the Central 
Bank concerned. Thereafter if remis¬ 
sions are granted as a set-off against the 
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reserve fund and other owned capital of 
the society, the present despondency of 
the borrowers should be removed and the 
financial side of the movement 
strengthened. 

5. Although the average borrowing 
rate of Central -Banks was generally 
reduced from 8 to 5 per cent., for the 
reasons given below, the interest 
generally charged to village societies 
still ranged between 9-3/8 and 10^ per 
cent., and consequently the interest 
charged by societies to individual borrow¬ 
ers could not be reduced below 10-15/16 
per cent. :— 

(i) The unfavourable ratio of obliga¬ 
tory charges to the invested capital 
bearing interest. 

(it) Disproportionate amount of bad 
debts in comparison with good assets of 
the Bank and with its outside liabilities. 

(iit) Impracticability of reduction of 
the cost of establishment below a certain 
minimum standard because such reduc¬ 
tion would adversely affect collection 
and good administration. 

6. The success of the movement 
Argely depends on regularity of repay¬ 
ment of loans taken by members. 
Unfortunately a tendency towards slow 
and leisurely payment is gaining ground 
even among solvent members of Co¬ 
operative Societies, a tendency which it 
has become necessary immediately to 
counteract. It has accordingly been 
proposed to invoke the aid of the Legis¬ 
lature for investing the department with 
power to recover sums due to Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies by certificate procedure. 

7. The five Land Mortgage Banks 
continued to receive Government aid as 
they could not yet become self-support¬ 
ing, although they reduced their cost of 
management by replacing Sub-Deputy 
Collector Managers by Co-operative 
Auditors. The working of Debt Settle¬ 
ment Boards retarded their business- 
progress to a certain extent, because 
prospective applicants were waiting to 
see how these Boards could reduce meir 
old debts before they took steps to borrow 
in order to liquidate them. Measures 
have since been adopted to co-ordinate 
the working of Debt Settlement Boards 
with that of Land Mortgage Banks by 
establishing Special D^t Settlement 
Boards for the purpose in places where 


Land Mortgage Banks have been estab¬ 
lished. Another contributory cause 
operating to retard the progress of the 
Banks was the fact that in many cases 
would-te applicants could not persuade 
all their w-sharers to join in 'making 
the application. In the absence of 
effective measures for speedy recovery of 
the dues of Land Mortgage Banks, it 
was not possible to float debentures on 
the mortgages obtained by them. Since 
the close of the year an amendment of 
the Bengal Public Demands Recovery 
Act has been passed by the Legislature 
authorising the use of certificate proce¬ 
dure for recovery of the dues of Land 
Mortgage Banks. Steps are also being 
taken to remove certain legal difficulties 
in the vvay of the execution of Trust 
Deeds by including proper provision in 
the Co-operative Societies’ Bill design¬ 
ed to be introduced at an early date. It 
is hoped that these measures would 
enable the Land Mortgage Banks to 
become self-supporting in the near 
future and will justify the extension of 
the system to other districts where such 
Banks have not yet been established. 

8. The scheme of Better Living 
Societies (hitherto called rural recon¬ 
struction) on co-operative line’s made 
further expansion of agricultural non¬ 
credit societies possible. It is gratify¬ 
ing to note that about 500 rural recon¬ 
struction societies were registered during 
the year under report. The programme 
of these societies includes improvement 
of the economic condition of members by 
adoption of subsidiary occupations such 
as vegetable gardening, poultry farming, 
and handloom weaving, spread of 
primary and vocational education and 
improvement of sanitation. 

9. Steps were taken for the reorgani¬ 
sation of the Co-operative Industrial 
Unions and 'Weavers’ Societies with the 
help of the Government of India grant. 
An expert staff was maintained to train 
the weavers in new designs and fine 
weaving. Sizing and calendering 
machines have also been supplied to one 
Co-operative Industrial Union. As a 
result of these measures 2,206 men have 
been trained in improved patterns of 
weaving and 120 new designs have been 
introduced and adopted by the weaver 
members of the societies. Members have 
also been trained in the method of dyeing 
fast shades. An Industrial Home for 
the women handloom workers has been 
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started in a suburb of Calcutta, and the 
Government of India have* since the 
close of the year, sanctioned a grant-in- 
aid for it out of their handloom grant. 

10. .The most important event of the 
year was the decision taken by Govern¬ 
ment with the sanction of the old Legis¬ 
lature to make a subsidy of Rs. 24 lakhs 
at the rate of Rs. 2 lakhs a year to the 
Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank 
which is the* pivot the co-operative 
movement in the province, so as to enable 
it to make good the loss due to the failure 
of the Jute Sale and Supply Societies 
and to build up a reserve with a view to 
reduction of interest rates charged to 
Central Banks and Primary Societies. 
The first instalment of Rs. 2 lakhs was 
paid during the year. Assistance was 
also given to the Bank by deputation of 
expert officers for carrying the annual 
and running audits of the Bank for a 
period of three years and the Bank has 
been exempted from the payment of 
audit fees during the same period. 

11. Government are greatly concern¬ 
ed over the recent cases of defalcation 
in certain Central and important Urban 
Banks involving large sums of money. 
Adequate action has been taken in all 
cases to penalise the persons found res¬ 
ponsible for such defalcation. Addi¬ 
tional safeguards have been prescribed 
by the department, and arrangements 
are being made to ensure that the run¬ 
ning audit of all Central and important 
Urban Banks shall be earned on 
throughout the year as far as possible. 
Government hope that, when the addi¬ 
tional staff recently appointed and now 


under training at Dum Dum is available 
and ready for active duty, these precau¬ 
tionary measures will m^e defalcations 
absolutely inipossible or at any rate will 
reduce their chances to the minimum. 

12. With the grant made available 
by the Government of India a Co-opera¬ 
tive Training Institute for the training 
of departmental staff was established at 
Dum Dum near Calcutta in April 1937 
with Rai S. K. Ganguli Bahadur, 
c.r-Registrar of Co-operative Societies, 
Bengal, as the Offioer-in-charge. The 
first batch of Inspectors was under 
training during the year. It is proposed 
to train all the departmental Inspectors 
and Auditors as well as supervisors and 
members of Central Banks and Primary 
Societies. The training of Inspectors 
has been completed after the close of the 
year under report and the training of 
Auditors has commenced. 

13. The thanks of Government are 
due to Khan Bahadur A. M. Arshad 
Ali for his administration of the depart¬ 
ment during the year. Government have 
much pleasure in acknowledging the 
assistance rendered to the movement by 
the various distriejt and subdivisional 
officers named by the Registrar. 
Government also notice with pleasure 
the good work done by certain depart¬ 
mental officers.

Letter No. 3771 S. & S., dated 3rd 
March 1938, and enclosures, 
from the Secretary to the Board 
of Revenue, Bengal, contain¬ 
ing the comments of the Direc¬ 
tor of Land Records and Sur¬ 
veys, Bengal, and the Board 
of Revenue on the report. 

Letter No. 1717 R.L., dated 17th 
June 1938, and enclosure, 
from the Commissioner of the 
Presidency Division containing 
the comments of the Collector 
of Murshidabad and of the 
Commissioner of the Presi¬ 
dency Division on the report. 

The inception of the survey and settle¬ 
ment operations in the district of 
Murshidabad was sanctioned in 1920. 
but, after traverse survey had been com¬ 
pleted in the first block of the district, 
the operations had to be postponed on 
account of financial strin^ncy. Subse¬ 
quently, the operations were started in 
1^ alon^ with the operation in the dis¬ 
trict of Birbhum in a single operation. 

2. The district is divided almost 
equally bv the river Bhagirathi into two 
well marked regions, commonly known 
as the Rarh and the Bagri. The area 
of the district is 2,043 square miles of 
which 1,684 square miles is cultivable. 
The area actually cultivated was found 
to be 1,470 square miles or nearly 87 per 
oent. of the total cultivable area, l^is 


shows that the extent of cultivation in 
the district has reached its limits. 
Paddy is the main crop of the district 
and is grown on 76 per cent, of the total 
cropped area. Taking the district as a 
whole the percentage of area which 
grows more than one crop is 32-83 of 
the net cropped area and the balance 
of 67-17 per cent, yields but one crop. 

3. The population of the district 
was 1,370,677 in 1931 against 1,214,104 
in 1872, indicating an increase of only 
13 per cent, during the last 60 years. 
This slow progress in the growth of the 
population is ascribed to the ravages of 
malaria and other epidemic diseases to 
which the district had been subject from 
time to time. The health of the dis¬ 
trict is still far from satisfactory in 
spite of considerable public and private 
efforts to effect an improvement. 

4. The main occupation in the dis¬ 
trict is agriculture. The total number 
of agricultural interests comes to 
985,596 and the area covered by them is 
1,215,314 acres, or in other words the 
average area per interest is 1-23 acres 
only. The interests of raiyats of all 
classes represent nearly 73 per cent, of 
the total interests of the district and 
about 58 per cent, of raiyats are found 
to have rights of occupancy in their 
holdings. The economic position of the 
district is not very satisfactory. Agri¬ 
culture—the main source of income—is 
rejiorted to suffer considerably owing to 
defects in the sources of irrigation and 
drainage. The Settlement Officer has 
made certain suggestions for the 
improvement of the irrigation and 
drainage system in the district and these 
will receive the careful consideration of 
Government. 

5. In 1928-29 the total revenue 
demand of the district was Rs. 10,40,502 
for 2,378 estates borne on the register 
of revenue-paying estates in the district. 
As a result of diara proceedings 169 
new diara estates were formed coving 
an area of 7,564 aca es with a totaT 
demand of Rs. 20,285. The total area 
of estates lying in the district which are 
borne on the register of revenue-laying 
estates of other districts was found to be 
129,043 acres. A total area of 31,810 
acres of land was recorded in *the dis¬ 
trict as held free of revenue. This 
area was composed of grants made by 
the ancient Indian rulers for certain 
specific purpose. 
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The rent of the raiyats varies in 
different parts of the district, and. in 
the opinion of the Settlement Officer, 
the varying rent rates represent the 
quality of the land in the various parts 
of the district. The average incidence 
of settled and occupancy raiyats is 
.Rs. 3-7 while that of the raiyats at fixed 
rates is Rs. 2-15-1 an acre.

6. Take the district of Nadia this 
district contains a considerable area held 
under the uthandi system. Tlie l<)t.il 
area of nominal uthandi found in course 
of the operation was 45-82 square miles 
and that of real uthandi 22-57 square 
miles. Another system known as 
he gar was found to have grown uji in 
the district, in which homestead lands 
were held by poorer people without any 
payment of rent. ll is satisfactory to 
note that during the* operations under 
review it was possible through strenuous 


efforts on the part of the Settlement 
Officer to commute 90 per cent, of these 
hegars to definite money rents. 

7. The gross cost of the joint opera¬ 
tion in Murshidabad and Birbhum came 
to Rs. 37,68,073 as a^inst 
Rs. 36,80,973, sanctioned in the incep¬ 
tion proposals. The excess was mainly 
due to a larger area being taken up than 
was contemplated in the original esti¬ 
mate. 


8. The Governor desires to place on 
record his ap^ireciation of the work done 
by all officers in carrying out the opera¬ 
tions to a successful conclusion. His 
t hanks are s )ecially due to Rai Bijay 
liehari Mukherji Bahadur for the able 
manner in which he conducted the opera 
tion and for his very interesting report.

eighteen inches measured at right angles to the slope 
of the roof above the highest pai-t of the roof, flat or 
gutter. 

16. (I) Every wall of a masonry or framed build¬ 
ing must have a damp-proof course at or aibove the 
level of the ground floor. 

(2) Such damp-proof course may consist of sheet- 
lead, asphalt, slates laid in cement, vitrified bricks or 
any other duralble material impervious to moisture. 

17. (J) The roof of every masonry or framed build¬ 
ing must be constructed of corrugated or plain iron, 
lead, slates, tiles or ferro-coucrete: 

Provided that, with the written permission of the 
Commissioners, any such roof may be constructed of 
shingles securely attached to a frame of iron or timber. 

(2) The i-ise of the roof shall not in any case be less 
than one-eighth of the span in the case a roof with 
corrugated or plain iron, lend, slates or tiles. 

18. The floors of every masonry or framed biiilding 
must be constructed to bear safely the maximum load 
to be carried, such load Ibeing taken in the case of planked 
floors in dwelling houses as not less than sixty pounds 
per square foot including the weight of the floor. . 

19. (7) All beams and girders in a masonry or 
fmmed building must be supported by a breadth of 
stone or other solid substances suiflcient to secure their 
stability. In the case of stone walls, bed plates of 
steel, stone slabs or concrete slabs are tio be provided 
under the beams to distribute the direct load and gpiard 
against crushing. 

(2) _The bearing of a beam or girder on a wall shall 
tmt, without the sanction of the (Commissioners, be less 
than three-fourths of the thickness of the wall.

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20. All iron posts, girders or joists or other iron work 
used for the support of any portion of a masonry or 
framed building must be of such quality and strength 
as are approved !by the OoiiiiniBsioners.

Part V — Ferro-concrete buildings. 

22. (1) The foundation of ferro-concrete building 

must rest on a solid ground or rock. 

(2^ The depth of foundation for ferro-concrete 
buildings must be to the satisfaction of the Municipal 
Engineer. 

(3) The spread of foundation wall Ibases shall be so 
designed that the intensity of uniform pressure on soil 
does not exceed half ton per sejuare foot, except in the 
tiase of solid rock, in which case the allowable pressure 
will be determined Iby the Municipal Engineer. 

(4^ The external and cross-walls of a ferro-ooncrete 
building not carrying any load except its own 
weight may be built of timber or iron framing covered 
with corrugated or plain iron sheets, metal lath and 
plaster, planked or ferro-concrete walling of not less 
than three inches thick. 

(J) The party or end wall of a ferro-concrete building 
must be built to such a height above roof level as may 
be required by the Commissioners. 

(6) Every wall of a ferro-concrete building except 
those constructed entirely of cement conci-ete must have 
a damp-proof course at or above the level of the ground 
floor which may consist of sheet lead, asphalt or slates, 
stones or vitrified bricks laid in cement or any other 
durable material impervious to moisture. 

(7) The roof of a ferro-concrete building may be of 
reinforced concrete laid to a fall of at least 1 in 150 
and be sufticiently strong to carry a load of .40 lbs. per 
square foot excluding ijts own weight. If plain or 
corrugated iron or lead sheets, slates or tile roofinpr are 
used, the rise should-in no case be less than one-eighth 
of the span. 
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(8) The flo<)rB of ferro-concrete buildings shall be 
designed to carry live loads as shown in the following 
^cheuule in addition to its own weight:

(v'i) such other particulars as may Ibe prescribed by 
the Commissioners.

dated the 22nd Novenjber 1935, viz.— 

Amendments. 

For rule 74 and rule.s 77 to 87 of the said rule.s, the following rules 
shall he substituted, namely: — 

74. (/) The following persons emplo 3 ed in factories shall, under 

sub-section (/) of section 43, be deemed to be persons holding positions 
of supervision or management or persons employed in a confidential 
position, namely: — 

(a) Managers. 

(5) Any other person who, in the opinion of the Inspector, holds 
a position of supervision or m.anagement or is employed in 
a confidential position. 

{2) A record of the names and designations of all persons defined 
under sub-rule (/) shall be maintained correctly and legibly, in ink, 
and shall be available in the factory for examination by the Inspector. 

Explanation ,—As a general rule, persons amenable to the Payment 
of Wages Act, and persons paid on a time basis who receive overtime 
pay for extra time worked, will not be deemed to be holding positions 
of confidence, supervision or management. 

Exemptions. 

77. No adult worker exempted from the provisions of section 34 
other than an adult male worker employed under rule 78 on urgent 
repairs shall be allowed to work for more than sixty-six hours in any 
week, 
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78. Urgent Repairs. —The provisions of sections 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 
39 and 40 shall not apply to adtilt male workers employed on urgent

Provided that tlie periodical overhaul of a locomotive, inland steamer, 
tram car or other mechanically propelled vehicle shall not be deemed to 
be “Urgent repairs’’ for the purpose of clause {2) of this explanation. 

79. Engine and Boiler attendants. —The provisions of sections 34, 
36, 36, 37, 38, 39 and 40 shall not apply to adult mule workers engaged 
solely in the work of attending to boilers or prime movers, on condition

(o) the manager of the factory shall classify all such workers into 
groups according to the nature of their work;

(7) Where the. manufacturing process is carried on continuously 
throughout the day and all the said workers are ordinarily emploj’^ed 
on daily eight-hour shifts, the provisions of sections 34, 3.5, 36, 37 and 
38 shall not apply on condition tliat—

under the provisions of this clause, the words “Working 
under the provisions of clause (1) of rule 87 of the Bengal 
Factories Rules, 1935”; and 

(б) no such worker shall be employed for more than fourteen con¬ 

secutive days without a compensatory rest period of at least 
twenty-four hoiirs at one time.

Simla, the 28th September 1938. 

No. M.-1272(l).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 
of the Indian Explosives Act, 1884 (IV of 1884), the Central 
Government is pleased to declare that any gas when compressed in any 
metal container whether such gas when so compressed be in the gaseous 
or liquefied state shall be deemed to be an explosive within the meaning 
of the said Act: 

Provided that nothing in the above shall be deemed to affect the 
provisions of the notification of the Government of India in the late 
Department of Commerce and Industry, No. 59G-D., dated the 6th 
December 1919, relating to acetylene. 


No._ M.-1272(2).—^Whereas by the notification of the Government 
of India in the Department of Labour, No. M.-1272(l), dated the 28th 
September 1938, under section 17. of the Indian Explosives Act, 1884 
(IV of 1884), any gas when contained in any metal container in a 
compressed or liquefied state has been declared to be an explosive within 
the meaning of the said Act, the following draft of certain rules which 
it is proposed to make to regulate the manufacture, possession, transport 
and importation of such gases in exercise of the power conferred by 
sections 6 and 7 of the said Act is published as required by section 
18 of ^e said Act for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and notice is’hereby given that the draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the Ist December 1938. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any persoi 
m respe^ of the said draft before the date specified will be considered 
by the Central Gpyomment, 
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DRAFT RULES. 

1. Short title. —These rules may be called the Gas Cylinders Rules, 
1938. 

2. General exemption. —Nothing in these rules shall apply to any 
air receiver which forms part of an internal combustion engine or a 
compressing plant. 

3. Definitions. —In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
the subject or context,— 

(а) “Chief Inspector” means the Chief Inspector of Explosives in 

India; 

(б) “Cylinder” means any metal container whatever its shape 

may be; 

(c) “District Magistrate” includes an Additional District 

Magistrate; 

(d) “Person” inchides any company or association or body of 

individuals, whether incorporated or not. 


4. Construction and. Tests of Cylinder, its valves and other fittings. 
—No person shall fill any cylinder with any compressed or liquefied gas 
and no person shall import any cylinder so filled unless such cylinder 
and its valve or other fittings 

(«) are constructed in accordanc,e with the specifications laid down 
. in Schedule I; 

(b) have passed the tests specified in that Schedule; and 

(c) conform to the provisions of rules b and 6. 


5. Screw threads for valves .— (1) The valves of cylinders containing 
inflammable gas shall be provided with left handed screw threads for 
the pipe or other connections. 

(2) All other cylinders shall be fitted with valves provided with 
right handed screw threads. 

6. Markings on cylinders. —(1) Every cylinder shall be stamped 
permanently and legibly with 

{a) the manufacturer’s and owner’s identification marks and 
rotation number; 

(6) if it was manufactured after Ist September 1931—a mark 
indicating the specification to which the cylinder has been 
made, namely, B. S. S. No. 399/1930, B. S. S. No. 400/1931 
or B. S. S. No. 401 /1931 as the case may be; 

(c) the name or the chemical symbol of the gas for which the 

cylinder is to be wed; 

(d) the date of the last hydraulic test which may be indicated by 

the month and year or by the year with a symbol to denote 
the quarter of the year; 

(e) the internal pressure required for the hydraulic test; 

(/) if it is to be used for any liquefiable pas—the tare and gtoss 
weights calculated from the appropriate filling ratio. 


(2) The marks specified in clause (c) of sub-rule (1) shall he stamped 
on the valve. 

(3) All other marks except the manufacturer’s mark which may be 
on the base shall be stamped on the neck end of the cylinder. 

7. Hydraulic test. —^No cylinder shall be filled with gas unless such 
cylinder has been subjected by the person filling it to the hydraulic test 
specified in Schedule 1 within the preceding two yeare and has passed 
that test. 
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8. Precautioni to be observed in carrying out hydraulic test. —(1) 
In carrying out the hydraulic test referred to in rule 7, the following 
provisions shall be observed, namely,— 

(t) Every cylinder shall be thoroughly cleaned and examined 
externally and, so far as practicable, internally, for surface 
defects, corrosion and foreign matter. 

(it) Where internal rust or foreign matter is observed the cylinder 
shall, prior to the hydraulic lest, be heated to a temperature 
not exceeding 300‘’C. and again cleaned and examined. 

(m) As soon as the test is completed, the cylinder shall be thoroughly 
dried internally, and shall he clearly stamped on the neck 
end with marks and figures indicating the person by whom 
the test has been carried out and the date of test. A record 
shall be kept of all such tests. 

(2) Any cylinder which fails to pass the hydraulic, test shall he 
destroyed or rendered useless, 

9. Examination prior to filling of cylinders. —^Ever.y cylinder shall 
be carefully examined at the filling station to ensure that it «-,omplies 
in all respects with the requirements of these rules, and shall be 
completely emptied and thoroughly dried before it is passed for filling. 

10. Compressing and filling apparatus. —The compressing and filling 
apparatus for any gas shall be wholly distinct from and unconnected 
with the compressing and filling apparatus for any other gas. 

11. Working Pressure and Filling Ratios. —(1) The working or 
internal pressure in any cylinder charged with a permanent gas shall 
not exceed 1,800 pounds to the square inch. 

(2) Cylinders charged with liquefiable gases shall not be filled in 
excess of the filling ratios specified in Schedule II. 

Explanation. —Filling ratio means the weight of gas permitted for 
each one pound of water capacity of the cylinder, the accuracy of the 
charge being determined by weighing. 

12. Identificatwn Colours. —Every person filling any cylinder with 
compressed or liquefied gas shall, before it is stored or despatched, see 
that it is painted with the appropriate identification colours specified 
in Schedule III. 

13. Marking and labelling of cylinders. —(1) Every cylinder shall 
be legibly marked or labelled with the name of the gas and the name 
and address of the person by whom the cylinder was filled with gas. 

(2) A warning in the following terms shall be attached to every 
cylinder containing gas: — 

‘^Warning. 

Gas Cylinder Rules, 1938. 

1. This cylinder may not be filled with any gas other than the 

one it now contains. 

2. This cylinder should be kept cool and not placed near a stove 

or other source of heat, nor exposed to the sun. 

3. No inflammable material should be stored in the immediate 

vicinity of this cylinder or in the same room in which it is 
kept.” 

(3) No person shall possess or transport any cylinder which does 
not comply with sub-rules (1) and (2). 

^ 14. General precautions. —(1) Cylinders, their distinguishing 
naint prescribed under rule 12, valves and other fittings shall always 
be maintained in good condition. 

(2) No oil or similar lubriouit shall he used on any valves or other 
fittings of any cylinder. • 

(3) No cylinder shall be exposed to a high temperature or the sun 
or stored with any inflammable or explosive material. 

^ (4)^ Evew cylinder containing compressed or liquefied gas sh^ll 
have its valve securely closed .so as to prevent leakage. 
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16. Protection of valves during transport. —(1) Every oyliitder 
containing compressea or liquefied gas shall,^if it is being traiuported, 
have its valve protected against damage in the manner provided in 
sub-rules (2) and (3), unless it is securely packed in a box or crate. 

^ (2) Where the design of a cylinder does not provide for the valve 
lying wholly below the level of the body of the cylinder, a stout metal 
cap or metal cover securely attached to the cylinder body shall be 
provided, the design being such that the cap or cover is nowhere in 
close proximity to any part .of the valve or valve body. 

(3) Every valve cap or «'over on a cylinder which does not contain 
hydrocyanic acid shall be provided with a vent of such size as to 
jtrevent any gas pressure inside cap or cover. 

(4) Nothing in sub-rules (1), (2) and (3) applies to cylinders having 
a water capacity not exceeding 10 pounds and used for Nitrous Oxide. 

16. Transport of cglinders. —(1) Cylinders shall be so transported 
as not to project beyond the sides or ends of the vehicles in which they 
are transported. 

(2) Adequate precautions shall be taken to prevent cylinders falling 
off the vehicle and being subjected to rough usage, excessive shocks or 
local stress. 

17. Relaxation of rules. —Tf the Chief Inspector is satisfied that 
in respect of any class of (iylinders or any mode of conveyance any of 
the requirements of these rules may be safely suspended or modified, 
he ma.v by written order authorise such suspension or modification for 
such period and under such conditions as he may think fit. Any such 
order may be revoked at any time. 

18. N-otice of accidents. —Whenever there occurs in or about, or 
in con'nec.tion with, any place where compressed or liquefied gas 
cylinders are handled, stored on transported, any accident in any way 
connected with such cylinders attended with loss of human life or 
serious injury to person or property, or of a description usually 
attended with such loss or injury, the occupier of the place, or the 
person in charge of ihe vehicle, as the case may be, shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to the officer in charge of the nearest police station 
and the Chief Inspector. 

19. Powers of inspection, search, seizure, detention and removal. 
—(1) Any of the officers specified in the first column of the following 
table may exercise the powers mentioned in Section 7(/) of the Indian 
Explosives Act, 1884, in the areas specified in the corresponding entry 
in the second column of that table.

1. Cylinders for gases which at the usual working temperature and 
pressure resnain in a gaseous state in the cylinder shall conform in 
every respect with the tests and requirements laid down in British 
Standard Specification No. 399/1930 or No. 400/1931. Eacli cylinder 
when ready to be put into service shall be^ subjected to a hydraulic 
stretch test, preferably by the “water-jacket”* method, and the proof 
pressure applied in this test shall be 3,000 lbs. ]»cr square incJi.

Cylinders manufactured prior to Ist September 1931 may be 
made of wrought iron or lap welded or seamless steel containing not 
more than 0 ‘25 per cent, of carbon and not less than 99 per cent, of total 
iron, the ultimate stress of the steel being not less than 26 tons per 
square inch and not more than 33 tons per square inch and the ultimate 
elongation not less than 1 -2 inches on a test piece of 8-inch gauge 
length cut from a finished cylinder.

I. Unless otherwise 
specified this distinguishing colour band shall be painted round the 
neck of each cylinder adjacent to the valve fitting and shall be wide 
enough to occupy half the portion of the cylinder between the junction 
of the hemispherical and cylindrical portions and the neck. 

When the valve of a cylinder is wholly protected by an extension of 
the cylinder body the identification colour band adjacent to the valve 
shall be painted on the extension both internally and externally, and 
when two identifying bands are required, in such cases the second band 
shall be painted immediately below the first band on the external 
surface of the cylinder. {See Fig. I.)

Any other distinguishing bands or marks, painted on the cylinder 
by the gas manufacturer or filler for his own purposes, shall be placed 
on the body of the cylinder. The neck of the cylinder may have * 
painted alumuium panel to show up the marldag.

BILL 


to provide againal the unauthorised publication of official 
record's. 

WiiERKAS it is exj>ediont to provide against the 
unauthorised ptiblication of o/hcial records and in further¬ 
ance of that purpose, further to amend section 4 of the 
Indian Press (Emergency Powers) Act, 1931; 

It is iiereby enacted as follows:— 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Bengal Official Records 
Act, 1939. 

(2) It shall come into force on such clatt» as the Provincial 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette., 
appoint. 

2. In this Act the expressions “newsj)ajicr”, “news- 
sheet” and “press” have the meanings assignetl to them in 
section 2 of the Indian Press (Einorgcncy Powers) Act, 1931. 


3. Whoever ])iiblishes in a newsjmper or news-slmct or 
otherwise, by words or signs, written or spoken, communicates 
to one or more persons any unpublished official rec’orcl relating 
to any affairs of State or any matter tierived therefrom or any 
comment thereon exce]it with tlie |lre^^ou8 permission of the 
Provincial Government or any authority empowered in that 
behalf by the Provincial Government, obtained in such manner 
as the Provincial Government may by notification prescribe, 
shall be pimishable with imjirisonmcnt which may extend to 
one year or with fin* or with both. 

Explanation 1 .—^An official record communicated con¬ 
fidentially to any person before publication is an unpublished 
official rocor<l within the meaning of this section.

The following- Act of the Indian Legislature received

Act No. XXIV of 1938. 

An Act to declare that certain defences shall not he 
raised in suits for daviaf/es in British India in 
respect of injuries sustained by workmen, 

Where.as it is oxpo<liciii to declare that certain 
defences shall not l)e raised in suits for damages in 
British India in respect of injuries sustained by work¬ 
men ; It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. (1) Tliis Act may be called the Employers’ 
Liability Act, 1938. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

2. Ill this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 

(a) “workman” means any person who has entered 
into, or works under a contract of, service or 
apjirenticeship with an employer whether by 
way of manual labouT, clerical work or other¬ 
wise, and whether the contract is expressed or 
implied, oral or in writing; and 

(h) “employer” includes any body of persons 
whether incorpomted or not, and any manag¬ 
ing agent of an employer, and the legal repre¬ 
sentatives of a deceased employer, and, where 
the services of a workman are temporarily lent 
or let on hire to another person by the person 
with whom the workman has entered into a 
contract of service or apprenticeship, means 
such other person while the workman is work¬ 
ing for him. 

3« Where personal injury is caused to a workman— 

(а) by reason of the omission of the employer to 

maintain in good and safe condition any way, 
works, machinery or plant connected with or 
used in his trade, or business, or by reason of 
any like omission on the part of any person in 
the service of .the employer who has been 
entrusted by the employer with the duty of 
seeing that such way, works, machinery or 
plant are in good and safe condition; or 

(б) by reason of the negligence of any person in ^e 

'service of the employer who has any superin¬ 
tendence entrusted to him, whilst in the exer¬ 
cise of such superintendence; or 

(c) by reason of the negligence of any person in the 

service of the employer to whose orders or 
directions the workman at the time of the 
injury was bound to conform and did conform, 
where the injury resulted from his having so 
conformed; or 

(d) by reason of any act or omission pf any person 

in the service of the employer done or made in 
obedience to any rule or bye-law of the 
employer (not being a rule or bye-law which 
is reqiSifed by or under any law for the time 
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being in force to be approved by any authorily 
and which has been so approved) or in obedi¬ 
ence to particular instructions given by 
any person to whom the employer has delegated 
authority in that behalf or in the normal 
performance of his duties;

Monthly Waathor and Crop Report of Bengal 
for October 1^. ^ 

I. Character of the season. —During the 
■month under r<*view, the rainfall was above 
the normal in six districts of the province and 
below the^^ormal elsewhere. The usual rain¬ 
fall statement is appended. 

IT. Progress of agricnltvral operations .— 
Preparation of lands for and sowing of spring 
crops were progressing. 

III. State of standing crops. —The condi¬ 
tion of the standing crops wa.s not satisfactory. 

IV. Prospects atul prohulde outt-urn. —The 
prospects of standing crops were reiwrted to 
be, on the whole, fair. The outturn of winter 
rice was estimated to be 79 per cent, of the 
normal and those of autumn rice and sugar¬ 
cane 58 and 74 per cent, respertively of the 
normal. 

V. Damage to standing craps. —No appre¬ 
ciable damage to standing crops w'as reported 
during the month from any part of the pro¬ 
vince. 


Yl. ^ Condition of agrietdtwnU stooki-^he 
condition of the livestock was fair except in 
the flood-affected areas. Sporadic cases of 
cattle-disease were reported from seven dis¬ 
tricts of the province and from Cooch Behar 
and Tripura states. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— 
The supply of fodder was reported to be suffi¬ 
cient except in the districts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dabad. Jessore, Bajshahi, Pabna, Dacca and 
Faridpur. 

VIII. Prices of food grains. —During the 
second fortnight of the month the retail 
prices of common rice of the c.hejipest quality 
rose in nine districts and fell in five. The 
prices ranged from 9 seers in Darjeeling, 
Mymensingh and Noakhali to 14 seers per 
rupee in liakargiinj. 

IX. ('oiidilioH of agrievltural population. 
—The condition of agritmltural po^mlation 
was fair except in the distressed areas of 
Mnrshidabad, Faridpur, Mnlda, Pabna, 
Uooghly and Bogra, where relief ini'asures 
have been in operatioTi.

ing the occurrence of such case either personally or in writing to the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

8 . (i) If information has not already been given under regulation 
7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case of cholera 
shall forthwith give notice of the case • by special messenger to the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector and the cost of such messenger 
in each case shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

t") The doctor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
municipality shall forthwith give notice of any case of cholera brought 
to such hospital or dispensary for treatment to the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector by a special messenger and the cost of such 
messenger in each case shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

9. Registrars of births and deaths shall supply to the Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector such periodical returns of cases of 
cholera as he may from time to time call upon them to furnish. 

10. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine any 
person who is, or suspected to be, suffering from cholera or who, in 
his opinion, may bo infected with or likely to spread cholera.

Isolation of patioats and ovaouation of lioiiaos« oto. 

11. When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector considers 
that the isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for the 
protection of the ueig'hhouring' population, he shall order the patient 
to observe isolation and may order the nearest relative in attendaMe 
on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which the patient is 
stayiiigr, to arrange fur the isolation of the patient in such a manner 
ana for such a time as may be approved by the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is in his opinion impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

12. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that 
any person, who has in his opinion Ibeen exposed to infection from 
cholera, shall take such drugs in such quantities as may be specified 
by the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector or shall submit nipiBelf 
to anti-cholera inoculation within a time to be specified in the order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 11 without the permission of the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector. 

14. The municipality shall provide free of charge suitable places, 
with necessary attendants, medicine, diet and other necessaries for 
persons isolated under regulation 11 : Provided that a private indivi¬ 
dual may provide places certified by the Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector as being fit for the purpose of such isolation. 

15. No person, who is or has been suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission to do so. 

16. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require any 
person to allow to be carried out by such agency and within such time 
as may be specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection or 
evacuation of any premises in the occupation of such person or for 
the disinfection or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the said 
officer or inspector may consider necessary. 

17. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct the 
owner or occupier of any premises to cause to be inoculated with anti- 
cholera vaccine within a time to be specified in the order any person 
residing on such premises and under the control of such owner or 
occupier if the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of opinion that 
such person has been exposed to infection from cholera. 

18. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may forbid any 
person who has been a patient or who has, to his knowledge, been in 
contact with a patient, to act as vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 
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18A. No person shall curry or permit to be carried in a public 
«( 0 nTeyance a patient except in the case where a patient is carried with 
proper precauuons to a hospital. 

19. No person shall sell any article which has been in contact with 
a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of tlie Health 
Umcer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

19A. No person shall expose in any street, shop, bazar or any 
public place any clothing, bedding or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall cause or suffer such articles to be carried 
in any public conveyance, but nothing in this regulation shall apply to 
a person who transmits with proper precautions against spreading the 
disease any such article for the purpose of having the same disinfected. 

19B. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance the dead body of any person who has died of cholera 
without the previous written permission of the Health Ofi&cer or a 
Sanitary Inspector, and without taking proper precautions against 
spreading the said disease. 


Water-supply. 

20. (i) When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that the water in any weU, tank, pool or other possible source 
of water-supply is contaminated or is likely to be contaminated, he 
may at once take such steps as he deems necessary to close such well, 
tank, pool or other source of water-supply, or may require the owner 
or occupier of land upon which such well, tank, pool or source of 
water-supply is situated, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector, as the case may 
be, within such time as may be specified in the order. 

(2) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require such 
owner or occupier to keep closed during such a period as shall be 
specified in the order any well, tank, pool or other sources of water- 
supply closed under paragraph (1) of this regulation. 

Exphination .—In this regulation, _“to close” includes the placing 
of watchman to prevent access to the'well, tank, pool or other source 
of water-supply. 

21. When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of opinion 
that the water in any well, tank, pool or source of water-supply is 
contaminated he may disinfect it or order its owner or occupier to 
disinfect it with such disinfectants as he may specify in such quantities 
and at such times as he may think fit. 

22. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from entering into or using for drinking, bathing, or any 
other purpose, during such period as may be specified in the order, 
the water in any wml, tank, pool or other possible source of water- 
supi^y, which, in his opinion, is contaminated or likely to be 
contaminated. 


rni 
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23. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, by an order 
published at such places as he may think fit, set apart any well, tank, 
part of a river, stream or channel not being private property, or being 
private property with the consent of the owner, for the supply of 
water for drinking or culinary purposes and may prohibit therein or 
within a distance therefrom to be stated in the order all bathing, 
washing of clothes or animals, or other acts calculated to pollute the 
water; and may similarly set apart any well, tank, part of a river, 
stream or channel for the purpose of bathing or for the purpose of 
washing animals or clothes or for any other purpose connected with the 
health and cleanliness of the people using such water-supply. 

24. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit 
persons from easing themselves, or throwing, depositing or discharg¬ 
ing any rubbish, sewage or offensive matter, into any well, tank, pool 
or other source of water-supply, which is used by the public, or within 
such a distance from such well, tank, pool or source of water-supply 
as he may fix. 


Conservancy and sewage dispoaal. 

25. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may (1) prohibit 
the committal or continuance of any nuisance, or (2) require the person 
carusing any nuisance or the person occupying the premises on which 
any nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 

Explanation .—In this regulation, “nuisance” means anything 
which in the opinion of the Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is 
likely to spread or to cause the outbreak of cholera. 

26. Whenever the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is satis¬ 
fied that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool 
is such as to cause risk of spreading cholera to the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood he may order the occupier of the land in which such 
privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool is situated to disinfect, or to 
allow an officer of the municipality to disinfect, the same with such 
disinfectants in such quantities and at such time as the said officer or 
inspector shall think fit. 

27. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of cholera order the owner or 
occupier of any land to repair or make efficient to the satisfaction of 
that officer or inspector any drain, sewer, privy, urinal or cesspool 
which is situated upon such land or to remove any such drain, sewer, 

g rivy, or urinal or close any such cesspool within such time as may bo 
xed by the said officer or inspector. 


Miscellaneous. 

28. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may during the 
prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any market, shop 
or other public place shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
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to him to be necessary and may forbid the lioldiufy of any fair, mela 
•or other gathering to which people from surrounding places commonly 
or periodically resort. 

29. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require the 
owner or occupier of any land to clear and remove, within the period 
specified in the order, any vegetation upon such luml the existence of 
which in the opinion of the said officer or insiiector conduces to the 
committing of nuisances upon such land. 

30. The Health Officer or a Sanitary inspector may issue general 
orders that by a specified date certain sanitary precautions of a simple 
nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines or the 
removal of filth or rubbish shall be carried out to his satisfaction. 

31. The Health Officer or a Sanitary inspector may prohibit persons 
from retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of persons who 
have died of cholera and may cause any such clothes to be destroyed. 

32. No person shall, without the written permission of the Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector, dispose of any corpse except by burning 
or burial. 

33'. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may approve 
burning or burial grounds and may by order direct either generally 
or specially in respect to any specified area, that corpses shall not be 
burned or buried at places other than those so approved by him. 

34. Any person burning or causing to he burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cause the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to be 
reduced to ashes. 

35. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct that no 
person shall bury or cause to be buried any corpse which, in the opinion 
of the Health Officer, is likely to spread cholera, in a grave, not con¬ 
structed of masonry and less than six feet deep. 

36. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that no 
dovte or other servant of the municipality employed for the disposal 
of corpses shall withdraw from his duties without the permission of the 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector unless such dome or other 
servant of the municipality has given notice in writing not less than 
one month previously of his intention so to withdraw. 

37. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may through any 
person authorised by such officer or inspector in that behalf seize and 
dispose of any corpse, which in the opinion of the said officer or 
inspector, is infected with or is likely to spread cholera, unless the 
relatives or friends of the deceased person satisfy him that they are 
prepared and able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which will 
prevent the spread of cholera. 
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38. (1) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 

any person who appears to he acquainted with facts in connection with 
any case of cholera or suspected cholera to attend before him^at a 
time to be stated in the order and at any place not more than one mile 
from the place where such person resides or is staying when the order 
^ is issued, and such person shall appear as so required. 

(2) "When the person summoned to appear under paragraph (1) is 
a female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public 
suitable precaution shall be taken to respect the said custom. 


39. (1) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine 

orally any person who appears to be acquainted with the facts and 
circumstances of a case of cholera or suspected cholera. 


(2) When the person to be. examined under paragraph (7) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, 
the officer shall take her statement under such conditions as shall 
admit of due respect to the said custom. 


(3) .Such person shall be bound to answer all q\iestions relating to 
such a case put to him or her by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would hove a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 


40. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, with such 
assistants (if any) as be thinks fit, enter upon any land, or after two 
hours’ notice in writing, into any premises or building used for human 
habitation at any time between sunrise and sunset for the purpose of 
carrying out any measure or making any enquiries authorised by these 
regulations. 


41. The crew of any inland steam vessel or boat which plies in 
any canal or river and other persons residing on such vessel or boat 
shall be subject to these regulations. 


42. All inoculations under those regulations shall be performed 
gratuitously. 


43. (t) Orders issued by the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 

under these regulations shall be in writing. 

(ii) The officer issuing such orders shall cause copies of them to be 
served upon anj' persons named in them. 

(Hi) The nearest relative of a patient or the occupier of the house 
in which the patient is staying shall, if a copy of the order under 
regulation 11 has been sefwed upon him, give to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector or to his office, immediate notice of any disobedience of the 
order by the patient.
